The inspection will consist of a thorough examination of Minute or 
Record Books, Descriptive Book, Order Book and Quartermaster's 
Ledger and the files of General Orders from National and . Department 
Headquarters. 

The Assistant Quartermaster General has submitted to the Department 
Inspector a, list of Posts from which Adjutants and Quartermasters semi- 
annual reports and per capita tax for term ending June SOth last have not 
been forwarded to Department Headquarters as required. No favor- 
able reports of inspection of such Posts can be made until this delin- 
quency has been removed. A blue pencil mark at this paragiaph means 
that the Post receiving this Order so marked is delinquent. 

The Officer of the Day is charged with the duty of properly instructing 
recruits in the unwritten work.

Now that the season of activity has again arrived, with vacations 
a memory only, it is expected that the various Post Committees will get 
down to hard, earnest work; especially much good can be accomplished 
by the Recruiting and Delinquent Dues Committees, and the Department 
Commander earnestly desires, that by their efforts the loss in the mem- 
bership of the Department may be greatly reduced.

I. The Department Commander announces with great regret the 
death of Past Commander A. L. Pearson, on January 6, 1903, at 
Pittsburg, Pennsylvania. 

II. Elected Commander of the Department in 1868, by his devo- 
tion, ability and energy, he did .much to shape the destiny of the 
Grand Army of the Republic in its early days. On account of ill 
health, for some years past, he was not able to take that interest 
in the Grand Army that once made him a familiar figure in our 
gatherings throughout the State. He served in the War for the 
suppression of the Rebellion, entering the service in August, 1862, 
as Captain in the 155th Pennsylvania Volunteers, and being pro- 
moted until he reached the rank of Colonel. He was brevetted 
Brigadier General and Major General, and received the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor for gallantry. On one occasion, when he 
commanded a brigade, General Pearson, to prevent his regiments 
from being panic stricken by the murderous fire to which they were 
exposed, seized the colors of his old regiment and dashed forward, 
calling on his men to follow. For this act of gallantry he was 
brevetted Major General. 

III. Past Department Commander A. L. Pearson was born in 
Pennsylvania, and ever reflected credit upon his State, his country 
and Post No. 151, of which he was a member at the time of his 
death. ' ,

II. The Department Commander heartily endorses the sentiments con- 
tained in the above extract. Upon a fair estimate there are to-day in 
this Department 75,000 survivors of the greatest war of modern or 
ancient history, every one of whom should be enrolled in the Grand 
Army of the Republic. Let us show by our activity, that we appreciate 
the compliment paid Pennsylvania in the election of Commander-in- 
Chief Thomas J. Stewart, and make a united effort all along the line, to 
enroll those who are not today members of this great organization. Re- 
member, it has been your intense love of flag and country, that has 
kindled the fires of patriotism throughout this great State. Let the 
veterans of the war present a united front, and thus "show to the 
world, that we are proud of having served our country in the Grand 
Army of the Republic." 

III. Attention has been called to a circular issued by one of the active 
energetic Posts, which has produced excellent results. Copies of the 
same are enclosed herewith. With the belief that the prompt use of the 
same will bring to this Department a gratifying Increase in its member- 
ship. Much good work can be accomplished in this direction by the 
Aids-de-Camp who were appointed for the purpose of assisting the 
Department Commander, in his efforts to strengthen the Department. 
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IV. Post Commanders are urged to tat once ascertain from the Adju- 
tant if the semi-annual reports, together with the per capita tax for 
the term ending December 31, 1902, having been forwarded, and, if not, 
see that this duty is at once attended to.

Our Comrades sleep in the windowless palaces of the dead 
in the old home church yard, under the willows, along the banks of 
the Potomac and Mississippi, and in the swamps and on the hillsides 
of the sunny south, and the waters of the mighty deep ebb and flow, 
sounding a perpetual requiem for our Comrades of the Navy. But on 
Memorial Day a great nation will halt in its onward progress to drop a 
flower and a tear, to the memory of the men who died during the 
greatest war of modern or ancient history, or have since dropped out 
by the wayside. We who have survived should approach the duties of 
the day with a reverend spirit, and endeavor by our actions to so stamp 
upon the mind of our fellow citizens, what Memorial Day means to those 
who followed the flag to victory in that tremendous struggle. 
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II. Post Commanders will arrange to have their commands attend 
Divine Service on Sunday, May 24th; this featuie of our Memorial ser- 
vices cannot be too highly commended.

Past Department Commander Thomas G. Sample presiding.

Chairman Francis Deaufer: Ladies and Gentlemen and Comrades 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, we are now ready to open our camp- 
fire. I am not here to make a speech because we have others here to- 
night who are more able to entertain you in that line than I am. I 
take pleasure in introducing to you Past Department Commander 
Thomas G. Sample, from Pittsburg, Allegheny county. 

Past Department Commander Thomas G. Sample: Ladies and Gentle- 
men and Comrades. And they said, let there be light and tnere 
was light. I am not here for the purpose of making speeches. I under- 
stand from the committee that I am simply to present those who appear 
upon the program provided for your entertainment this evening in ac- 
cordance with the program that has been handed to me. 

I cannot refrain from saying at this time, that to stand and look out 
upon the magnificent audience which has gathered here upon the oc- 
casion of the assembling of the Department Encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic of this great Commonwealth, it is a gratification 
to me and must certainly fill the hearts of all the boys with pleasure to 
know that in this great patriotic community there are still those who 
remember something of the services that they gave to their country in 
the years gone by, and who are here now, almost forty years after the 
war is over to bid you welcome and God speed in the balance of your 
journey through life. I am somewhat embarrassed to-night from the 
fact that the Comrades whose names appear on the program have not 
yet arrived, but that does not signify. Whenever we have a member of 
the Grand Army of the Republic who cannot talk, we take him out and 
bury him, and that is the reason there are so many of them left, because 
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they can all talk, and for that reason I am not expected to fill in any 
spare moments, but to give you an opportunity to look at, from time to 
time, different Comrades of the Grand Army. 

One of the Comrades a few moments ago, just as one of those electric 
lights fell, asked me whether they had already begun to throw eggs. I 
told him I hoped not, if they were going to throw anything I hoped it 
would be something a little sweeter, a nice, sweet talkative young lady, 
for instance. 

In order to give the present Department Commander, Comrade Scott, 
an opportunity to gather himself together, the gentlemen who furnish 
the beautiful and most appreciated part of this program, will at once 
proceed to render one of their choice selections. (Applause.)

Past Department Commander Sample: The music is all right and we 
are going to try to make the balance of the program just as good. As 
I started out to say to you a moment ago, we come together once a 
year for the purpose of electing some one as Commander of this great 
Department, that is, in other words, to elect some one who bosses the 
whole of us for a year and we are willing to be bossed; the man who is 
about to surrender the reins of authority in a day or two, is here. He 
has performed his duty as becomes a Commander of this great State, 
and he is about to turn over the record of his work, and he will say 
a few words to you to-night. He has made a splendid Department Com- 
mander, and T have the pleasure of presenting to you, Comrade R. P. 
Scott, the Department Commander of Pennsylvania. 

Department Commander R. P. Scott: Ladies and Gentlemen and 
Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, when I came to Allen- 
town yesterday evening I did not know that I would be called upon to 
make an address here to-night. I had written a speech that was to be 
delivered to-morrow, and I thought that that being done, I had per- 
formed my full duty. I was rather amused at Comrade Sample in saying 
that he had no desire to make a speech, for I never knew the time in my 
life since I have known Comrade Sample that he was not always ready 
and willing to make a speech, or three or four speeches if he had the 
chance, on the smallest provocation and he always talks to the point. 
I am limited to five minutes, and I have no comprehension of time, 
and Comrade Sample will have to time me if he wants me to sit down in 
five minutes. I can't say very much in five minutes, but I do want 
to say to my Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, that I am 
delighted to be with them again the Encampment here in Allentown, 
and delighted that my term of office is so nearly approaching its close, 
yet I regret my inability to perform all the duties and accomplish all 
the things that I hoped to be able to accomplish when I assumed the 
office of Commander at your encampment at Gettysburg last year, but 
this great Department of Pennsylvania demands so many things and re- 
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quires so much time, that it seems impossible for any Commander to 
accomplish all that he hopes and desires, and I want to say to my com- 
rades that the"re is no man who can perform the duties of Department 
Commander in this great Department of Pennsylvania to the full 
measure and full extent demanded. It is a great big institution, com- 
posed of the most magnificent men of the Commonwealth, men who in 
their younger days stood on fields of fame and fields of defeat. They are 
the men who in the most critical period of our history stood by the 
Union and the flag and made possible the magnificent nation under 
whose beneficent government we all live to-day, and all the great 
privileges and magnificent opportunities that we enjoy and see in this 
great nation, spring directly from their work. It was these men that 
made this great nation what it is, and filled it with the great possibili- 
ties that it has to-night. It was the work of these men that lifted this 
nation from the lower position which it once occupied among the nations 
of the earth and elevated i't to the height on which it stands to-day. It is 
the men who are sitting around here to-night who made or helped to 
make this meeting possible to-night, and who have made this great 
government of ours what it is, have made it one of the most magnificent 
and greatest governments on the face of God's earth. They have done 
everything that tended to elevate humanity, everything to create and 
intensify the feeling of loyalty and all that was necessary to elevate 
and uplift manhood and womanhood all over the world, from the lowest 
to the highest plane known to history; that duty they have performed. 
It is the result of their work, and they are going on and on and on in 
that work until the last man who wore the blue from '61 to '65 shall 
have finished his course and gone the way of all the world back to the 
dust from whence he sprung, then it will be for the young men and 
young women to take up the work where they will lay it down, and 
there is noble work for the young women as well as the young men to 
take up on the lines that have been faithfully followed by the Women's 
Relief Corps and the Ladies of the G. A. R. 

There are other men here to-night who are primed for a speech. You 
have General Wagner here with you, and Tom Stewart, the silver 
tongued, and you have other comrades of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public here to-night and they are here to entertain you with the elo- 
quence that is perrennial and conspicuous with these Comrades of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. I think it was hardly fair for Comrade 
Sample to call upon me to-night for you know I shall soon be one of the 
faded flowers, and next year it will be my duty to follow the Department 
Commander of this great Commonwealth from place to place and assist 
in entertaining our comrades and the public who desire that the history 
of the great war participated in by the men who compose the Grand 
Army of the Republic, shall be refreshed in their minds, but now my 
comrades, I feel that I must close and I sincerely thank you all for 
the attention you have given me to-night, and I promise you that upon 
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some other occasion and at some other time, I will be better prepared to 
entertain you than I am to-night. 

Past Department Commander Sample: You might have noticed that 
the Comrade who just addressed you, kept his cap on until he got 
through, and then he took it off, in order to show you that he was bald- 
headed. Now we are going to show you one, who is only a bud at the 
present time, but he will bloom out to-morrow or next day, and he will 
continue to bloom for one year. I take great pleasure in introducing 
to you the next Department Commander of Pennsylvania, a splendid 
gentleman and a splendid Grand Army man Comrade Edwin Walton 
of Post 63, Philadelphia. 

Comrade Walton: Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen and Com- 
rades, if you look at your program you will find that my name is not 
upon it, but our friend, Comrade Sample, th.e Chairman, must have a 
little revenge because he knows I am an extremely young man and he 
is a very old man, almost mi his dotage, and it is the only way he can 
get his revenge upon me. The Chairman said to you that I am going 
to be the next Department Commander. Now, ladies and gentlemen, 
the Department Encampment has not met yet and they do not meet in 
session until to-morrow, and I remember some years ago when a cer- 
tain statesman was a candidate for Governor of this great Common- 
wealth, there was some advice given him, "Now, my dear so and so, 
don't talk." If I keep on talking here, I may put my foot in it, and I 
might say something to you that I should not say, and which might 
be distasteful to some of my Comrades, and then in all probability it 
will be some other Comrade who will be the next Department Com- 
mander. 

I am glad to be with you in Allentown; as I said before I am an ex- 
tremely young man, and very modest in making the assertion, but it 
does seem to me that the ladies of Allentown have demonstrated the 
fact that if I am not popular with my Comrades, I am with the 
ladies, and I am very glad of it. Why, almost every lady you see on 
the street has a Walton badge pinned on her breast. 

Comrades, I do not know that I have anything further to say to you; 
I have no desire to occupy your time by a speech, but I will say this, 
that if I do happen to be elected Department Commander of this great 
department, I shall certainly feel that I am highly honored, and be very 
proud to be your Commander, and I shall then have an opportunity to 
say something which may interest you, but now I bid you all good-night. 

Past Department Commander Sample: Did you notice how these Com- 
rades all take their hats off when they get through talking? Walton 
says the ladies are all wearing his badges on their breasts. Just wait 
until Mrs. Walton gets him home next week, and I tell you there will 
be some very plain talk. (Laughter.) 
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Now while we have department commanders as well as high privates 
In the rear rank in Pennsylvania, we shall also be able to present to you 
a little later, some others. We have a man with us to-night, a com- 
rade who in the early history of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
when it was not as popular to belong to it as it is now, was placed in the 
harness— was placed in command of all the Grand Army men in this 
country, at that time, and his splendid administration and the grand 
work which he did for the interest of this order, in teaching patriotic de- 
votion to the country and the flag roused such a spirit in the Grand Army 
that we can see the result of his great work to-day all over the great 
country and it affords me more than ordinary pleasure to present to 
you General Louis Wagner, Past Commander-in-Chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. 

Past Commander-in-Chief Wagner: Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentle- 
men and Comrades, I presume it would be in keeping with the speakers 
who have preceded me to say that I am very glad to be in Allentown, but 
I understand the topography of the Lehigh Valley and they don't, and I 
know that this is not Allentown, not by several miles, and if they had 
been compelled to stand up as long as we were compelled to, they would 
have thought it was about fifty miles from Allentown before they got 
here. Now there may be some of the Allentown people here, I have 
no doubt there are, to look out over this sea of faces it looks very much 
as if a good share of the people in Lehigh county were here. 

At this moment General J. P. S. Gobin, Past Commander-in-Chief 
climbed on to the platform with considerable difficulty. 

Past Commander-in-Chief resuming: What can you expect but trouble 
when a man climbs up the wrong way? 

I had no idea that there would # be so large a gathering of the people 
of the Lehigh Valley as greets us to-night in this meeting. I feel that 
you ought to be congratulated. The officers in charge of the Department 
Encampment of Pennsylvania ought to be congratulated for the intense 
interest shown by the people in this part of the Commonwealth in this 
encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic. Allentown, and Beth- 
lehem and South Bethlehem and all the towns through this region are 
so thoroughly permeated with feelings of patriotism that whatever ap- 
pertains or relates to a gathering of soldiers, always has their support 
and I congratulate you upon the beautiful weather with which the 
Lord has favored us and upon the fact that we are again permitted to 
meet as a Department Encampment in your own town and vicinity. I 
shall not attempt a speech, for I know that you would rather listen 
to the music than to those who are to make speeches here to-night, but 
I desire to trespass on your patience for a very few moments to call your 
attention to the magnificent observance of Memorial Day last Saturday 
throughout the length and breadth of our own State and of all this 
great country, a respect more intense than ever before, an interest more 
widespread than In years gone by has taken possession of the people. 
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The celebration on Memorial Day was beyond, and exceeded in interest 
that of any previous year, a most gratifying evidence of the unim- 
paired regard which the people of this United States have for those who 
fought in the suppression of the Rebellion, and an evidence of the 
more thorough, earnest and heartfelt patriotism which is manifesting 
itself in the rising generation, and we claim as the men who have kept 
this organization in active existence throughout the nearly forty years — 
thirty-eight years, that we have done a grand work. That the education 
and training on the lines of patriotism, love of country and of flag, is 
making itself felt beyond our most sanguine expectations when we first 
brought into existence the Grand Army of the Republic and by various 
means steps were taken by us to have the teaching of patriotism and 
love of country and flag introduced into the public schools. I tell you 
friends, an organization like ours present in every city and village and 
cross-roads throughout the length and breadth of the United States, 
established only for the purpose of inculcating love of country and of the 
flag, and the earnest support of the principles on which our government 
was founded, is beyond appreciation and regard on the part of the 
people who know how we made history and how we fought, bled and 
achieved victory for our country. 

With these continued services on Memorial Day and with this gather- 
ing of our Department Encampments, and the meeting of our National 
Encampments and the weekly meetings of the posts of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, the time will never come when love of country and 
love of the flag will die out of the hearts of the people of these United 
States, who for generations to come will be stirred with the recollec- 
tions of the past and the dignity of the present of our nation, and the 
prospects of a grand future will keep us true to all the duties which we 
owe our country. 

I thank you for gathering here to-night indicative of your welcome to 
the veterans who will come from all over the State. It shows an in- 
terest in the hearts and minds of the people that is gratifying to us all 
and for which we are all grateful. A suggestion was made that a cer- 
tain statesman advised another not to talk, and that a certain other 
statesman when the election returns were not coming in as he de- 
sired to see them from Lehigh county, requested that it do better, and 
it did do better, but Lehigh cannot do better for the Grand Army of 
the Republic and our country than she is doing in connection with this 
encampment than to keep it up to this high standard, and we will hold 
you in even greater regard as lovers of the flag and of the country and 
admirers of those who fought in their defense, and for their permanent 
establishment. (Great applause.) 

Past Department Commander Sample: I told you that the Grand 
Army men were all talkers; the fact is, many of them learned it from 
their wives. I know how it is myself. I want to call your attention to 
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just one remark made by General Wagner, and try to impress it on the 
old and young men in this community, as it ought to be, by the Com- 
rades of the Grand Army of the Republic all over this country. 

Whenever you see the American flag, and it should be carried in every 
procession and no other flag— whenever you see the American flag, don't 
think it belittles you to take off your hat, and I tell you by such action 
you will instil into the minds and hearts of the little boys and girls of 
this country, a respect for the flag that will live long after you have 
passed away. 

You have heard from the Department Commander, the is-to-be De- 
partment Commander, and you have heard from the has-been Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and now I am going to introduce to you a real, live, 
Commander-in-Chief. 

A great many years ago, some of us can remember, that there was a 
Comrade came to attend the sessions of the Department Encampment 
and the expression passed around among us "Who is that fellow, any- 
how?" Somebody said, mentioning his name, he is a very live man 
in the Grand Army. He went up and down this State until be became 
known to almost every comrade and every old soldier in Pennsylvania. 
He was elected Department Commander, and finally was elected Com- 
mander-in-Chief. He has gone all over this country and with burning 
words of eloquence has impressed upon the hearts of the American 
people the same teachings that grow out of the membership of the 
Grand Army, and it gives me more than ordinary pleasure to-night not 
to introduce to you but to simply present to you one whom you all 
know, Commander-in-Chief Thomas J. Stewart. (Great applause.) 

Commander-in-Chief Stewart: Mr. Chairman, Comrades of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, ladies and gentlemen: I wish Comrade Sample 
had gone on with that introduction and probably I would have been 
excused from making a speech. With all the others who have spoken 
and all that will speak here tonight, I am glad to be here. 

I hardly know what to say to-night. General Wagner gave me one 
text, and that was, the popular observance of last Memorial Day by the 
citizenship of the United States. I had the honor to participate in the 
observance of that day in New York City, and there was a more general 
interest displayed than ever before by the people of that community. 
All over the country that interest was manifested to a greater extent 
than has been usual in years gone by. There appeared to be more 
reverence paid to the memory of the soldier than ever before, and this 
I think will grow in all the years -to come. Some may say, as has 
sometimes been said in other assemblies, when are we going to "let up" 
on this vein of Grand Army talk. I want to answer that question by 
saying, not as long as there are any of us left to keep up the charter of 
one single Post of the Grand Army of the Republic. (Applause.) 

The name of every surviving soldier of the War of the Rebellion ought 
to be on the membership rolls of the Grand Army of the Republic, but 
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many are here to-night who are not members of that organization? The 
war of the rebellion was the greatest war in all history and greater 
beneficial results came from that war, not only to this nation, but to all 
the people of the world than ever came out of any war that has ever 
been fought, and after that war was over, the grandest organization 
that has ever existed in the history of this or any other nation, was 
formed, and that was the Grand Army of the Republic. 

There were brought into its ranks men from all the armies and navies 
of the nation who served during the period from '61 to '65 and that or- 
ganization from the date of its first meeting in 1866 up to the present 
time, has done more to keep alive and to lift up the patriotism of this 
nation, and to teach the people of this great republic a love for their 
flag, and their homes and our government and the soldiers of this land, 
than any other organization within our borders. The flag that floats over 
every school-house in Pennsylvania and in every other loyal state in this 
land, * was placed there through legislation that was urged and en- 
couraged and passed by the Grand Army of the Republic, and in New 
York City alone, the mayor of that city told me on Saturday last that 
every morning in the public schools of the New York City 500,000 children 
saluted the American flag. (Great applause.) 

I see here to-night a number of children carrying the flag who are 
to give a flag drill on this stage. That was never seen I think in this 
country prior to the war for the suppression of the rebellion. During 
the war for the suppression of the rebellion there was a new and a 
strange flag placed in the 3ky. It took four years of horrible war; filled 
hundreds of thousands of graves, maimed a million men, and brought 
bereavement to almost every hearth-stone in the north and in the south, 
to drive that flag out of this republic and keep the old stars and stripes 
flying and to-night we can sum up what the war accomplished. We can 
call to remembrance the hardships endured and the sacrifices made on 
all the fields of glory or of defeat in that great war, and then we can 
only begin to understand and appreciate what it cost to keep that flag 
flying as the flag of this republic, and make it possible to have more 
stars in the blue field now than there were when the war was closed. 
That flag means something. It means more than any other flag in the 
world to-day, and we of this nation can look out over the world and 
see what the power and influence of that flag has grown to be, and how 
it is honored and respected by every nation on the globe; how it is lead- 
ing all the nations of the earth in everything that pertains to the uplift- 
ing of the human race. The men of the Grand Army of the Republic 
are entitled to take unto themselves some credit for having participated 
in that great struggle which brought about so much which we appre- 
ciate and enjoy to-day. 

I have seen many encampments since October last; have had the great 
pleasure and honor of going across this country to the Pacific slope; 
have visited south to Louisiana, east to New Hampshire, Vermont and 
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Massachusetts, and nowhere in all these great states have I ever seen 
a greater assembly attending a Department Encampment, than is here 
to-night in old Pennsylvania. (Applause.) 

This State was superbly loyal and this section of the State distin- 
guished itself by the promptness and heartiness with which it responded 
to the call of country, and this magnificent assembly to-night gives us 
renewed evidence that in Lehigh county and in the adjoining counties- 
all the counties of Pennsylvania—there still lives the old spirit and the 
old love for the flag, and I hope that this may always be so, and I hope 
there will never be a time when the members of the Grand Army of 
the Republic shall be less welcome than they are in this community at 
this time, and I bring now to the Department of Pennsylvania from all 
the departments I have visited, the congratulations of every other de- 
partment, and I want to say to those who are assembled here that the 
Grand Army of the Republic is still alive and is increasing in member- 
ship, although it is now almost forty years after the war, and we will 
increase in membership for some years to come. 

I want to give way to others, and will just thank you for the oppor- 
tunity of saying these few rambling words to you. (Applause.) 

Past Department Commander Sample: I am going to introduce to you 
now another Past Commander-in-Chief. You know Pennsylvania has 
had considerable to say in the affairs of the Grand Army of the Republic 
and expects to continue to do so for some years to come. The Comrade 
whom I propose to introduce to you now, is one of those stalwart mem- 
bers, known all over this broad Commonwealth, and all over this 
country, as a splendid soldier and a splendid Grand Army man, as well 
as a statesman, who has taken part in the magnificent record of the 
grand old Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. I have very great pleasure 
in presenting to you Past Commander-in-Chief, General J. P. S. Gobin. 

Past Commander-in-Chief Gobin: Mr. Chairman, Comrades and Ladies 
and Gentlemen: Now it is only ' fair— here are a whole lot of little girls 
anxious to show their drill, here is a band of good musicians whose 
music you are anxious to listen to, and I think they are some of the 
old stock that I used to march with in the days gone by, and I know you 
would rather listen to them than you would to me. 

I am reminded of a story that Colonel Good used to tell me. The 
Colonel told me that there was a man up in Germantown who took his 
boy out gunning on one occasion, and he didn't know whether the boy 
was going to make much of a gunner or not. While wandering around in 
the woods, the boy's gun went off, and put a load of bird shot in the 
old man's leg pretty high up. The old man turned around to the boy and 
said, "What the devil are you trying to do with that gun?" (This was 
repeated in Pennsylvania German by General Gobin, but the reporter's 
education having been neglected in that language, he is obliged to give 
a rought version in English which he thinks is about correct.) 
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Now this talking business I am going to leave to my distinguished 
American friend from Pittsburg. I did want to congratulate myself, on 
looking into the faces of so many handsome women and I could call the 
roll of some of the boys who marched with me for four years down at 
the front. I do not feel as if I was a stranger in this county. I used 
to hear them talk about Allentown and when I go through the streets 
I see so many of the old 47th that I begin to wonder whether I am not 
in the field and fighting the war of the rebellion over again. 

It is a great satisfaction, a wonderful satisfaction to those of us who 
are left to know that these boys are still here, and those who are not 
here are with us in memory and when we meet as we do on occasions of 
this kind, you come to know and to realize that the same flag that your 
fathers and your brothers and your husbands marched under a way back 
in the sixties, is carried here to-night by this little bevy of girls. I am 
recognizing the boys all around here, fellows that used to teach me to 
drill. There were some things that the Allentown boys were especially 
apt in. They were all of them unusually good foragers; some of them 
could hear a chicken crow four miles and it was dollars to cents but what 
they had chicken for breafast next morning and sometimes they were 
kind enough to give the old man a piece of it, and I have no recollection 
of any officer of that regiment ever refusing a piece of anything good 
to eat. 

Let me congratulate you upon this meeting. I remember once when 
our regiment— the three months' regiment, was encamped at West Ches- 
ter, there was a fellow in the regiment who was not known as a Sunday 
school scholar, and he went down to West Chester and ingratiated him- 
self into the affections of some of the members of the West Chester 
Sunday School, and they invited him to come down and make a talk 
to the Sunday School. We beard about it in camp and all of us that 
wanted to and could do so, went down to West Chester that Sunday. 
Our friend came in after having eaten a good dinner, and he looked 
over that audience, and he whispered to the Superintendent who sat 
alongside of him. We couldn't tell what he said, but after a while he 
got on his feet, and" he said, "Now look here, I agreed to talk to the 
Sunday School this afternoon, and I am willing to keep my word, but I 
don't intend to talk to all you fellows out of the Eleventh Pennsylvania 
Regiment." So it is to-night, when your Chairman asked me to come 
out here and talk to. the old soldier, I had no idea I was going to have 
to talk to all of Lehigh and part of Northampton with South Bethlehem 
and all the rest of them included. You certainly have a congregation 
that it would delight Chaplain Sayers to make a speech to, and at the 
end send some one around with a hat to take up a collection, because 
you know no Methodist minister in the world ever saw so large a congre- 
gation as this that he didn't sigh for an opportunity to take up a collec- 
tion. 
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Wishing you all long lives and good music all the time — and I hope they 
will play Mr. Dooley for you— that is the best thing on the record now— 
and that the magnificent physiques and beautiful faces of the women 
of Lehigh may linger in your memory, and wishing also that you may be 
prosperous and happy for all coming time, I bid you good-night. 

Past Department Commander Sample: I want to say to you that 
Chaplain Sayers will say something to you and he will say it in the way 
that he has said it to our boys in our encampments for about thirty-two 
years, and I think 'he is going to say it for another one, after the elec- 
tions are over. He has tried to keep us in the straight and narrow path 
for all these years; he has succeeded as far as I am concerned, but how 
he has had to labor with these other fellows. At the close of his 
address, (he will designate some one to go around with a hat to take 
up a collection for the benefit of the chairman of this meeting (laughter). 

At this time, a very interesting and beautiful flag drill was given by 
a company of little girls led by Miss Mame Ridhards and under the 
direction of Mrs. Annie Kresge. The flag drill was accompanied by 
appropriate singing, all of which was very much appreciated not only 
by the large number of Comrades present, but by the great audience 
of citizens. 

Past Department Commander Sample: I now have the pleasure of 
presenting to you, Comrade John W. Sayers, the Chaplain of the 
Department of Pennsylvania. 

Department Chaplain Sayers: Mr. Chairman, Comrades and ladies 
and gentlemen, just imagine Comrade Sample at a Methodist meeting 
when there was a collection to be taken up. Why, he would give me 
one of his suspender buttons instead of a dollar. You see I know him. 

I am delighted to be here, and to have heard these girls and see 
their beautiful drill with the flag. I can say amen to wihat has been 
said with regard to Memorial Day, but above all, that I am delighted 
with the increased interest that is being taken in our public schools 
on the day preceding Memorial Day. In the great city of Philadelphia 
this year, every public school was opened to us and we were welcomed 
and we had a most magnificent service in all the public schools and I 
am in hopes that in the public schools of this State to-day, there are 
being educated boys and girls who shall do for the American soldier 
what Homer did for the Trojan heroes, and what Tennyson did for the 
Lig»ht Brigade. I remember when I was a boy I used to think that the 
Light Brigade was a wonderful command, but I remember that there 
was only thirty-six per cent, of them that were lost in that wonderful 
charge which Tennyson has immortalized— only thirty-six per cent., 
while we had more than 120 regiments in our army that lost more than 
thirty-six per cent, and so as we increase in knowledge we have a better 
appreciation of the wonderful services that were rendered by our armies 
and navies during the war of the rebellion, and also a better com-

prehension of the great sacrifices that accompanied their services to 
this country, and so I am hoping that there is being educated some 
Homer and some Tennyson who shall do for the American volunteer 
what those men did in their day for those whom they loved to honor, 
and I hope that we shall more and more impress upon the hearts of all 
who come to this country, that we value this flag and that we mean 
by the help of God that no other flag shall take its place, and that it 
shall ever take its place as itihe noblest flag in history, and for that 
reason, I appeal to all the young as well as the old to love it and to 
sustain it. If a man comes to this country who is not willing to live 
under it, he had better be shipped across the water just as quick as 
possible. It is only the land of freedom to those who are willing to obey 
the laws of this Republic, and conduct themselves as good citizens. 

I congratulte you upon this magnificent camp-fire, and upon this 
splendid audience. God bless you all. 

Past Department Commander Sample: You have had music — chin 
music from the Big Six — now we are going to give you some real music 
from the Big Four Quartette.

The Big Four Quartette then sang another pleasing selection which 
was very much appreciated, followed by a recitation entitled "Why 
do I wear the Button? by Mrs. Annie Kresge. 

Closing music by the Allentown Band, consisting of a medley of

Assistant Adjutant General Suydam: (Addressing Department Com- 
mander Elect Walton): I am delegated to perform a very pleasant 
duty to-night, one that is extremely gratify ing. under the circumstances, 
and I want to say that I can imagine the warm and hearty love that 
goes out with the gift that I am about to bestow. I am delegated to 
present this token of esteem to a Comrade who has upon every occa- 
sion proved himself worthy of the regard of all the Comrades with 
whom he has been associated, and I now take great pleasure~in present- 
ing this magnificent boquet to you as a memento of this occasion.

Department Commander Elect Walton: Comrade Suydam, and ladies, 
I do not know how I can express my feelings toward the ladies of 
Birney Corps but I know what they do for the Grand Army of the 
Republic. I hope you will keep up these presentations and make me 
a present every time you see me. (Daughter.) 

Department Chaplain Sayers: Comrades and ladies, we "have been 
doing this for a number of years, and the women who have acted such 
a part, and who have performed so much work in our behalf, have 
received but very little recognition for the great services that they have 
rendered. The men who receive these presents half the time would 
not be in a position in which they would be honored as they are, but

If they knew her as well as I do, I think that all my Comrades 
of the Grand Army of the Republic who have joined in giving this token 
to my wife, would realize that she will ever regard it as one of the 
best appreciated things that has come to 'her during all her life. (Ap- 
plause.)

—Lets Sing a Song, Not Very Long; and Still it is so Fine— Strike up 
the Tune This Day in June— "For Days of Auld Lang Syne." 

5— 1903— G. A. R. 
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The Veterans in Parade. 

Attended with almost perfect weather the Grand Army Encampent 
parade was held yesterday morning. Great crowds turned out to wit- 
ness the demonstration, which was one of the finest military processions 
ever witnessed in the city. The ardor of the vets and the guardsmen 
and the enthusiasm of tine people were at a high pitch and there could 
be no mistaking the cordiality of the reception given to the marchers 
as they moved along. 

Probably no more striking contrast typifying the past and the present 
could be afforded than that presented by the appearance of the "vets" 
and that of the young members of tlie State guard who marched at the 
head of the parade. The guardsmen presented a fine appearance. If 
there was something to admire in the appearance of the latter as they 
marched there was something to make the heart beat when the old 
soliders, the veterans of '61 to '65, in their faded uniforms of blue, 
stripped of adornment except that which service gives, came along. 
It was with tottering steps, but nevertheless with joyous hearts that 
some of the veterans marched and although the route of parade was 
short it was a relief to many to hear the command to dismiss. The 
Allentown band headed the line. As the parade wheeled around the 
monument every veteran gave salute by doffing his cap. 

Crowds viewed the parade all along the line of march, many coming 
from out of town. Hamilton street had been thoroughly cleaned and 
nowhere could the conditions 'have been more favorable for the parade 
than that Which presented itself in this city yesterday. The veterans 
were up and about at an early hour and full preparations for the great 
demonstration were completed by nine o'clock, the hour set for the 
starting of the parade. The first visiting Post to arrive was D. B. Birney 
Post No. 63, of Philadelphia, which marched to the Hotel Allen and 
was escorted to the place of formation by Department Commander 
Scott and staff and a long line of delegates. 

The Fourth Regiment and Company I, of the Thirteenth, and H, of 
the Eighth, arrived shortly before nine o'clock and marched by way 
of Fourth and Walnut streets to their place of formation on South Fifth 
street, right resting on Hamilton. 

It was quarter past nine o'clock when Chief Marshal Francis Daeufer 
gave the order for the parade to start. 

The platoon of police which headed the procession consisted of Officers 
Jacoby, Frank Miller, Steckel, Pauley, Whitehead and Smith. 

Then came Chief Marshal Daeufer and the following aides: 

Augustus W. Menning, Owen E. Mank, John H. Birchall, Ignatz 
Gresser, Elias Gerberich, Lewis E. Juergens, Milton Focht, Tilghman 
H. Dech, U. S. Ldtzenberg, Benjamin F. Abbott, Abandon S. Moyer, 
William J. Relohard, Benjamin C. Roth, William F. Baker, William 
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Goranflo, Mahlon Fried, Theodore Knauss, James Kunkle, David Lei- 
bensperger, A. H. Gangawere. 

The Fourth Regiment was the first organization in line. Colonel 
O'Neill, at the head of his regiment, looked the ideal soldier and rode 
superbly. His staff was accompanied by Colonel H. C. Trexler* of 
the Governor's staff, and Captain Charles I. Hendler, of Company I, 
Third Regiment, of Philadelphia. The following staff officers headed 
the regiment: Lieutenant Colonel J. P. Ernest, of Pottsville; Major M. 
F. Cawley, Captain L. L. Roney, Captain D. F. Banry, of Allentown; 
Captain J. W. Adams, of South Bethlehem; Captain Charles Sdholl, of 
Easton, Captain R. Otto Wolmuth, of Allentown; Lieutenant G. F. 
Potteiger, of Hamburg, and Lieutenant G. W. Farquhar, of Pottsville. 
Major W. D. Mickley, accompanied by his Adjutant, Lieutenant C. 
Arthur Wagner, headed the First Battalion, which consisted of Com- 
panies G, I and K, of the Fourth Regiment, and Company I, of the 
Thirteenth Regiment. ' 

The Second Battalion was formed of Companies D, F and H, of the 
Fourth Regiment, and Company H, of the Eighth. It was commanded 
by Major B. Rush Field, of Easton. Lieutenant W. B. Newberry, of 
Easton, was Major Field's Adjutant. 

Then oame the Third Battalion, in command of Major E. B. Eckman, 
of Columbia, Lieutenant Hugh McAllister North, Jr., of Columbia, was 
Adjutant of the battalion, which consisted of Companies C, A, E and 
B, of the Fourth Regiment. The regiment was followed by the Hos- 
pital Corps. 

The soldiers carried their new Krag-Jorgensen rifles and marched 
with the precision of regulars. The regiment received much applause 
along the route of parade. 

Company E, Second Regiment, S. of V. Reserves, of this city, pre- 
ceded by the regimental drum corps, was the next organization in 
line. The company is commanded by Captain Reinhard. 

Then came the first G. A. R. organization, General D. B. Birney Post 
No. 63, of Philadelphia, which acted as escort to Department Com- 
mander Scott and staff. The post was preceded by the Veteran Corps, 
First Regiment Band, of Philadelphia, of 20 pieces. There were 125 
men in line. The Post was accompanied by the firing squad of Camp 13, 
S. of V. of the Quaker city. The next Department Commander, Edwin 
Walton is a member of Birney Post and the large turnout was in honor 
of his candidacy. 

Following Birney Post came Department Commander R. P. Scott 
and the following staff: Senior Department Commander Edward L. 
Schroeder, of York; Junior Vice Department Commander Ignatz Gresser, 
of Allentown; Assistant Adjutant General Charles A. Suydam, of Phil- 
adelphia; Assistant Quartermaster General Edwin Walton, of Phila- 
delphia; Department Inspector Alex. F. Nicholas, of Philadelphia; Judge 
Advocate Richard H. Holgate, of Philadelphia; Chief Mustering Officer 
J. I. Shoemaker, of Wyoming; Medical Director M. B. Hughes, of 
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Shickshinny; Department Chaplain Rev. John W. Say res, of Reading; 
Chief of Staff A. G. Williams, of Butler. 

Commander-in-Chief Thomas J. Stewart and Past Commander-in- 
Chief Louis Wagner, of the National Encampment, occupied Colonel 
Harry C. Trexler's carriage. 

Following the Department Commander's staff came between 400 and 
500 delegates to the Encampment. There were veterans from every 
section of the State marching side by side and when the band struck 
up "Rally Round the Flag" they Joined in the chorus. 

Walter E. Newhall Post No. 7, of Philadelphia, was the next organi- 
zation in line. The Post band furnished their music and the Post 
mustered 40 Comrades, some of whom carried rifles. The veterans are 
extremely proud of a handsome embroidered flag which was carried at 
their 'head. John McGurk is the commander. 

General E. D. Baker Post No. 8, of Philadelphia, had their own band 
and 60 men in line. The Post made a fine showing. The commander is 
J. M. Oldfield. 

The Philadelphians were followed by Post 146 of Shenandoah, Joseph 
Knapp commanding. Fifty Comrades were in line and they were accom- 
panied by the Patriotic Drum Corps of that city. 

J. K. Taylor Post No. 182, of Bethlehem, mustered 55 Comrades, who 
presented a splendid appearance. The Fairview Drum Corps preceded 
the Post. 

Then came Oldham Post No. 547, of South Bethlehem. There were 30 
men in line. The Pioneer Drum Corps of South Bethlehem furnished 
the music. 

The Pioneer Band of Allentown, preceded the Allentown Posts, bring- 
ing up the rear of the parade. Yeager Post No. 13, Abandon S. Moyer, 
commander, had 50 Comrades in line. The veterans marched with 
precision and spirit. E. B. Young Post No. 87, Benjamin F. Abbott, 
commander, mustered 75 men, and must be credited with making the 
finest appearance they have exhibited in recent years. 

After the parade the Fourth Regiment was reviewed on Centre Square 
by Colonel O'Neill, his staff and visiting officers.

The Thirty-seventh Annual Encampment of the Department of Penn- 
sylvania, Grand Army of the Republic, was called to order by Depart- 
ment Commander R. P. Scott at 10 o'clock A. M. 

Junior Vice Commander Gresser: Department Commander, I take 
great pleasure in performing a pleasant duty which has been assigned 
to me and I now present to you this gavel, and I hope that it may be a 
reminder to you in the future, of the great success of this encamp- 
ment held in our beautiful city of Allentown. (Applause.) 

Department Commander Scott: In behalf of the Department of Penn- 
sylvania I accept this gavel, and I trust that during the encampment 
it may be used fairly and with right and justice to every member of 
the Department of Pennsylvania, and in behalf of the Department, and 
as its representative, I thank you most heartily for it. (Applause.) 

I have the pleasure now of introducing to you Fred . E. Lewis, mayor 
of the city of Allentown, who will extend to you the welcome of this 
magnificent city of Allentown. 

Mayor Lewis: Department Commander, and members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic of the Keystone State, I take it that your en- 
campment is nothing more nor less than a re-union. That word re- 
union to you means, no doubt, the going over those things, those oc- 
currences that are near and dear to your hearts as veteran soldiers. 
What a wealth of thought surrounds that word re-union. You gather 
in your annual encampments each year and to use a much and often ex- 
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pressed thought, you "shoulder your crutch and show how fields were 
won." I am glad and we are proud to know that you in your wisdom 
chose Allentown as your meeting place this year; proud for the reason 
that Lehigh county is a patriotic county and when given an opportunity 
to convince strangers of that fact, we are proud of such an oppor- 
tunity. (Applause.) 

You will remember that in the dark days of '61, when Father Abraham 
issued that memorable call, the first response was from the citizens of 
this county. (Applause.) We boast of the fact, that we had the "First 
Defenders," and when we refer to that fact, we do not refer to it in a 
boastful or egotistical manner for there were just as good soldiers as 
enlisted in the war, who went to the front after ours, after those of 
whom we are so proud, but be it said to our everlasting credit and I am 
proud that we can say it, that Lehigh sent the first quota to that awful 
struggle, that, thank God to us is now only a memory. (Applause.) 

We bid you all welcome to this city as citizens of this grand old Com- 
monwealth of ours, as men who have taught us a lesson of patriotism, 
a lesson that will never be forgotten, long after you, to whom all honor 
is due, have passed into that realm beyond. You have taught us a 
lesson of patriotism, you have taught us a lesson, the everlasting 
lesson that peace hath its victories no less renowned than war, for 
your presence here to-day, your presence in different cities of this Com- 
monwealth each year, is a manifestation to everybody in this State 
that you are carrying out the thought and the very principle of the Con- 
stitution, and that is, that when you were called upon to stand by your 
country's flag, you did it, and now when you are called upon to" ex- 
ercise the rights and privileges of good, Christian, upright citizens, the 
Grand Army soldier of to-day is an exemplification of the true hero in 
times of war, and in times of peace, and that honor you have to-day. 
(Great applause.) 

Lehigh's sons, my friends, love the old flag, and they fought for it and 
they died for it, so you, as members of this grand patriotic organization 
are welcome here to-day, aye, thrice welcome, not as soldiers alone, but 
as citizens of this great State of ours. 

You have taught us lessons in the past and you are teaching us lessons 
to-day and by your acts and thoughts will teach us lessons in the future. 
Teach us then— the young men of to-day— for I am among their number, 
such patriotism as indued your very souls in those dark days and when 
we follow your footsteps should our services be demanded, it can then 
be said in the words of our immortal Lincoln, that when we have done 
as you have done, that "this government of the people, for the people 
and by the people shall not perish from the earth." (Great applause.) 

Enjoy yourselves while you are with us. The best we have is yours, 
and you have earned it, yea, doubly earned it, and when you have left 
us, I hope it may be said that ycur visit among us has been a pleasant 
one, that the result of your deliberations shall prove of vast benefit to 
you as an organization, and when you go, we are satisfied that you will 
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leave with us this thought, this uplifting: thought of patriotism, firmly 
convinced as we are, that by your actions in the past, this thought and 
this thought alone, is within your hearts at all times. So then, let us 
hope that with these lessons and this thought impressed upon us, that 
the flag of the nation may wave on — the glorious stripes and stars may 
wave on in all their beneficence, and all their splendor, and all their 
honor forevermore. (Great applause.) 

A Comrade in the Encampment proposed three cheers for the mayor 
of Allentown, which were given with a will. 

Past Department Commander Thomas G. Sample: I have been re- 
quested by the Department Ccmmander to reply to the splendid words of 
welcome addressed to us by the mayor of the city of Allentown. 

Mr. Mayor, if after last night out in that beautiful park where we 
held our campflre, and listened to the delightful music and where we 
looked into the eyes and faces of probably five thousand people, we 
needed anything else to assure us of the fact that we are welcome in Al- 
lentown, your inspiring words, your patriotic words and the manner 
in which you have referred to my comrades who are here assembled from 
all parts of this State, would dispel the last lingering doubt that was in 
our hearts as to the fact that we are certainly welcome in this patriotic 
city of Allentown. 

You have said to the boys that everything you have here belongs to 
them. I want to say on their behalf that they are going to take every- 
thing there is here, but they want to take with them one thing that will 
live with them as long as they are in this organization, this grand body 
of men known as the Grand Army of the Republic, and that is, that they 
will take from this beautiful city and its surroundings the words of hope, 
the words of inspiration, and the patriotic utterances that have been 
given to you as a part of the. recollections of this encampment of the 
Department of Pennsylvania. (Applause.) 

It seems to me that he did not make any mistake when our good old 
Comrade Gresser told us at Gettysburg twice, that if we would come to 
Allentown, that we would find here the very salt of the earth. We found 
something else besides the salt of the earth. We have found the people 
with open hearts, found them willing and glad to greet us, and found 
them extending to us the words of friendship and the words of welcome, 
and we will leave Allentown I am satisfied with bright recollections of 
this encampment. We will take also with us the memory— we are get- 
ting a little old — no, we are not old men, we are just in the prime of life, 
and there is no man in this room to-day that will not take back home 
with him a recollection of the bright, pleasant faces and the happy smiles 
of the beautiful women and children of Allentown. Some day, O some 
day— It may be a long time when the comrades who are to-day asso- 
ciated and have been for many years with their good wives, may ar- 
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rive at the time when they will want another one probably, and they will 
surely come back to Allentown for her. 

I desire now in the name of this encampment to say to you sir as the 
official head of this city, that we are more than gratified at the recep- 
tion that has thus far been tendered us, and I believe that the patriotic 
words you have uttered will find a resting place in the hearts of all our 
comrades. We trust that whatever may transpire in this city during this 
week, that the lessons of patriotism we are endeavoring to teach, may 
find a lodgment in the hearts of all the boys and girls in Allentown, 
so that when this government shall call for troops, that they will re- 
spond just as promptly as did the sons of AHentown and Lehigh county 
in the past. 

On behalf of this Department and the Department Commander, and 
all the officials of the Department and all of our friends and comrades 
here present at this encampment, we thank you most heartily for your 
kind words of welcome. (Applause.) 

Comrade H. C. Demming, Post 58: Department Commander, it has 
been my privilege, and I esteem it a very happy privilege, to be able to 
attend a majority of the annual encampments of this department, and I 
. have been present at a great many interesting and inspiring campflres, 
but to my mind, the campflre of last night was one of the most superb 
we ever had in all the encampments of the Department of Pennsylvania, 
and now while the Mayor who has just addressed us in language so pa- 
triotic and so appropriate is present with us, I think at this time, and 
under these circumstances, we ought to take a rising vote expressive of 
our thanks to him and the good citizens of Allentown who have ex- 
erted themselves so much and so successfully to contribute to our enter- 
tainment. I therefore move that a rising vote of thanks be now given 
while the Mayor is present. 

The motion having been seconded, and the question put, it was unani- 
mously agreed to by a rising vote of the encampment. 

Department Commander Scott: The Mayor has heard the sense of 
this Encampment and on your behalf I desire him to express in his own 
way, in such form as he may deem proper, the sentiments of this En- 
campment to the people of Allentown. 

Mayor Lewis: I would indeed feel as if I was not doing the people 
of this town a service, and in fact would be doing them an injustice un- 
less I made at least some effort to show our appreciation of the kind 
words that our brother has given us. This is almost the home city of 
conventions. We have, I believe, thirty-seven this year. Let it be the 
home city of your conventions, gentlemen. Let it be impressed upon 
your minds that when you want a good time, that when you want to 
meet the salt of the earth, as has been said, when you want to enjoy 
good old-fashioned Pennsylvania Dutch hospitality— (great applause) 
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strike for home as it were, and come here, and in this connection I am 
reminded of a little incident of the war that took place right here. We 
had a colored brother who was not particularly anxious to go to the 
front, but he was forced to, in other words he was drafted, and he was 
marched to the memorable battle of Gettysburg, and while that awful 
slaughter was going on, he appeared in our city, and somebody said, 
"Why Sam, how's this, how do you account for your presence here? 
you enlisted and you were supposed to be a good soldier, you must have 
deserted." 'O no," said Sam, "I didn't desert, I will tell you just how 
it was. When we were in the thick of the battle, and the bullets were 
flying, and the shells screaming and the cannon roaring, our Captain, he 
said, 'Now boys, strike for your company and for your homes,' and said 
Sam, 'some of the boys struck for the company but I struck for home.' " 
So I say to you, men who are here to-day, follow the example of the 
colored brother and do likewise, and strike for home, and that means, 
come to Allentown. (Great applause and laughter.) 

Department Commander Scott: All persons in this audience room who 
are not members of the Grand Army of the Republic, are respectfully 
invited to retire. 

The regular opening exercises were conducted by Department Com- 
mander Scott in accordance with the ritual. 

Prayer by Department Chaplain John W. Sayers: Almight God, our 
Heavenly Father, we invoke Thy blessing upon us as we begin our 
Annual Encampment. We thank Thee for Thy loving-kidness toward 
us in the past, we praise Thy name that the lives of so many have been 
spared to meet here to-day, and we pray that Thou wouldst help us so 
that, in our association and in all that we do, we may be guided by 
Thy spirit. 

O Lord our God, we magnify Thy name for permitting us to gather 
to-day; sorrow hath come to many hearts since last year we met. Death 
has removed many of our Comrades, yet Thou hast spared us and we 
pray that Thou wouldst grant that we may be filled with gratitude and 
praise for what Thou hast done for us. We pray Almight God out 
Father, that thy blessing may rest upon the officers of this Encamp- 
ment, upon every member of this Encampment and do Thou grant that 
nothing: may occur while we are here that shall mar the enjoyment of 
this occasion. We would not forget to pray for the comrades who are 
sad to-day and as we greet each other with cheer, they feel sad because 
they cannot be with us as in other days they were wont to gather with 
us, but now in all probability they will never again come to such an 
encampment with us. Lord, bless them, and in the evening of their 
lives, be Thou very near to them, and wilt Thou bless those who are 
sitting in sorrow because of the loved ones that a year ago gathered 
with us, who are now numbered with the dead. 

We pray that Thy blessing may rest, Almight God, on our land and 
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nation, upon the resident of the United States, upon all that are asso- 
ciated with him in council and administration. May the fear of God be 
before the eyes of our rulers, and may they dare to do right. 

Hear us, we pray Thee, forgive us when we have done wrong, and do 
Thou grant that we may more and more appreciate Thy wonderful love 
to us in sparing our lives. 

Hear us when we pray, Our Father which are in Heaven, hallowed 
be Thy name, Thy kingdom come, Thy will be done in earth as it is in 
Heaven. Give us this day our daily bread, and forgive us our trespasses, 
as we forgive them that trespass against us, and lead us not into tempta- 
tion, but deliver us from evil, for thine is the kingdom, and the power, 
and the glory, forever and ever, Amen. 

Department Commander Scott: The calling of the roll of officers is now 
in order.

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Address of the Department Commander. 



Department Commander Scott: The reports of officers are next in order. 

The Department Commander read his address to the Encampment as 
follows: 

Comrades: A year of unprecedented national prosperity has vanished 
into the mists of the past century since we met in Annual Encampment 
at Historic Gettysburg. 

I am delighted to greet you as representatives of this Encampment and 
felicitate you on the generous welcome accorded you to the hospitalities 
and the hearts of the people of this loyal city— Allentown. 

During our visit in this city let us ever be mindful of our duty as mem- 
bers of the greatest, grandest and most glorious organization that ever 
existed among men in any age or in any country, and as citizens of the 
republic that stands at the head of the nations of the earth, nor let us 
forget to acknowledge with bowed head and fulness of heart our de- 
pendence on God, the Creator, Ruler and Director of men and nations, 
for the manifold blessings which He has bestowed upon us, His great 
goodness in guiding and directing the affairs of this nation from the be- 
ginning to the present moment and His tender, loving mercy which has 
kept, and brought us to this encampment this hour. 

One year ago, you honored me with the commandership of this great 
Department. Soon after assuming the duties of the office, I realized that 
it carried with it great responsibilities and that success depended not 
alone upon my efforts, but upon the aid, encouragement and support of 
the comrades of the Department. I am happy in the thought that the 
loyal, hearty support given me by the magnificent comradeship of the 
Department has surpassed my most sanguine expectations. It gives me 
unspeakable pleasure to tender them the thanks of a grateful heart. 

During the term, or official year, I have visited a large number of 
Posts, Camp-fires, County G. A. R. Association Meetings, Regimental 
and other re-unions in different parts of the Department, and on every 
occasion have been met by the comrades in a true spirit of fraternity, 
accorded a soldier's welcom?, and hearty, active co-operation and sup- 
port. Of the large number of fraternal and cordial invitations to visit 
Posts, camp-fires, etc., of which I was the honored recipient, I ac- 
cepted and attended all, except four; these I was prevented from attend- 
ing by reason of circumstances which I could not control. Observation 
as well as experience has taught me that re-unions, G. A. R. association 
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encampments and open Post meetings, whenever possible, should be en- 
couraged; they keep the old boys in closer touch, strengthen the frater- 
nities of our organization, create a greater tespect for and a deeper in- 
terest in the ex-soldiers among the people, makes more manifest the 
great work which the soldiers accomplished for humanity, everywhere, 
stimulates love for country and flag and the teaching of those lessons of 
patriotism in every school-house and at every fireside which has ever 
been the pride and joy of the American soldier and sailor. 

FINANCE. 

The finances of the Department are in good healthy condition. The at- 
tention of the comrades is specially invited to the report of Assistant 
Quartermaster General, Edwin Walton, for details as to receipts and 
expenditures during the year, balances on hand, etc. Great credit is due 
the Council of Administration for the time and care given to the finances 
of the Department. The Council meets every month and passes on every 
item of expense before it is paid, and I assure you that not one penny has 
been expended improperly. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The weight of the years is pressing heavily upon the membership of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, which, as an organization, because of its 
unique character, is on the decline. I shall not enter into detail as to 
membership, gains or losses during the year, but commend to you a 
careful persual of the report of Assistant Adjutant General, Charles A. 
Suydam— adding, however, that during the year a new Post, numbered 
639, has appeared on the Roster of the Department. 

I visited those excellent organizations which are auxiliary to and are 
so closely allied with us in interest and feeling: 

WOMAN'S RELIEF CORPS. 

The Pennsylvania Memorial Home for aged veterans, their wives and 
children and army nurses, managed and conducted by the Woman's Re- 
lief Corps, at Brookville, good work is being done in this Home, and the 
management is entitled to great credit for what has been accomplished 
and is being accomplished therein for the comfort of its inmates. 

LADIES OF THE G. A. R. 

The Home at Hawkins Station constructed, maintained and governed 
by the Ladies of the G. A. R., for the mothers, wives, daughters and 
sisters of the veterans of the War of the Rebellion and Army Nurses. At 
every turn is visible the beneficial results of efficient labor, kindly care 
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and affectionate regard for the aged, indigent, feeble and afflicted in- 
mates, and the lavish dispensing of that charity which vaunteth not it- 
self, by the corps of noble, generous and devoted women in charge of its 
management. 

The Home for aged veterans and their wives, established and managed 
by the Ladies of the G. A. R., at Philadelphia, here I observed the good 
results of the labor of good women. The building is not sufficiently 
large to enable the management to accomplish all they desire, but they 
have in contemplation the construction of a more commodious home in 
the near future, in which they hope to be able to meet the increasing 
demands upon them. 

These homes are suffering for the want of means to carry on the great 
work of charity which they have undertaken, in the manner and to the 
extent contemplated. These homes should be visited in order to fully 
realize the great work that has been assumed and is being carried on 
therein by the splendid, loyal, untiring womanhood of these several or- 
ganizations. They are not only deserving of our deepest sympathy, but 
should receive the moral encouragement and financial support of every 
comrade and citizen of this great Commonwealth. 



SONS OF VETERANS. 

Accompanied by Assistant Adjutant General Suydam I visited the 
Sons of Veterans in their Annual Encampment, at Doylestown, last 
June, I also visited them in their summer encampment at "Camp Alex- 
ander," Jefferson county, last August. My reception on both occasions 
was exceedingly fraternal and cordial. Not being unmindful of the fact 
that in a few short years this organization will take up the work of 
patriotic teaching and devotion to the flag, so dear to the Grand Army 
of the Republic, I earnestly urge the Comrades of the Department to ex- 
tend all the aid and assistance, possible to this organization. 



MEMORIAL DAY. 

From newspaper reports, personal knowledge and information derived 
from other sources, I have reason to believe that Memorial Day of 1903 
was faithfully kept and observed by the comrades and Posts of the De- 
partment, as also by other patriotic organizations and ciiifcons who par- 
ticipated therein. 

Flowers were strewn last Memorial Day and sweet requiums were sung 
for the first time over many new graves containing the sacred dust of 
comrades who, weary of life's burdens, had laid down by the wayside 
and fallen into that dreamless sleep that knows no waking in this world 
—among which was, notably that of Past Department Commander A. 
L. Pearson—a comrade who ever reflected credit on his State, his country 
and his comrades.

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WASHINGTON. 

Language is inadequate to express or words to paint the deep sense of 
pride I felt in having the honor of riding, as its Commander, at the head 
of the column of eight thousand Pennsylvania comrades who swung 
down the broad avenues of that beautiful cily of magnificent distances- 
Washington— the Capital of our great nation— on the occasion of the 
Thirty-sixth Annual National Encampment, last October. Other De- 
partments may have surpassed in numbers, but not in the neat soldierly 
appearance of our members who, proud of their position and prestige, 
received the plaudits of the thousands of loyal hearts assembled along 
the route as they marched, line after line and Post after Post, with the 
soldierly bearing and military precision of other days and acquitted 
themselves with new honors. 

In the National Encampment Pennsylvania took an active and promi- 
nent part, its representatives were present at every session and made 
their influence felt upon every important question that came before the 
Encampment, and by the splendid management of its leaders secured 
the election of our distinguished comrade, Past Department Commander 
Thomas J. Stewart, as Commander-in-Chief. The Encampment in thus 
honoring Comrade Stewart honored itself, because all Pennsylvania 
members of the Grand Army of the Republic know the unfaltering com- 
radeship of Commander-in-Chief Stewart, and I feel that I voice the 
sentiment of every comrade of this Department when I wish him God 
speed in the exercise of the functions and duties pertaining to his high 
office. 

PENNSYLVANIA SOLDIERS' AND SAILORS' HOME. 
The statute providing for establishing and maintaining the Pennsylva- 
nia Soldiers' and Sailors' Home, at Erie, charges the Commander of the 
Department of Pennsylvania with the duty of appointing each alternate 
year, five honorably discharged soldiers to the Board of Trustees for the 
management of said Home. The terms of the Trustees expired last 
January. Feeling that the interest of the Home and its occupants would 
be best served by the retention of the comrades, whose long and faithful 
service on the Board and close attention to their duties, had eminently 
qualified them for the duties pertaining to the office of Trustees, I ap- 
pointed Commander-in-Chief Thomas J. Stewart, Past Commanders-in- 
Chief Louis Wagner and Robert B. Beath, Past Department Commander 
H. H. Cumings and Comrade Jno. P. Nicholson, of Post 19 as Trustees for 
the term of two years, and certified their appointment to the Governor, 
January 21st of this year. On Monday, May 4th, I made a visit to the 
Home and found the institution in a most admirable condition and came 
to the conclusion that the Legislature made no mistake when they ar- 
ranged the manner of forming the Board of Trustees. I doubt whether 
there can be found a Home in this country any more pleasantly situated 
or managed in a more business-like manner than the one at Erie; and I 
desire to congratulate the Board on the conditions existing there. 
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THE SOLDIERS' ORPHANS' SCHOOLS. 

To shield the soldiers' orphans, the maintenance and education of 
whom the State has assumed in private institutions, termed Soldiers' 
Orphans' Schools, from any possible contact with the vices and noxious 
influences of partisan politics, the Legislature passed an act approved 
May 25th, 1889, P. L.379, creating a commission, consisting of eleven 
persons: The Governor, two Senators, three Representatives and five 
honorably discharged soldiers, members of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, to be appointed by the Department Commander, to take charge 
of all children then in the Soldiers' Orphans' Schools or other institu- 
tions employed as Soldiers' Orphans' Homes and Schools, and authoriz- 
ing said commission to rent suitable buildings, employ teachers, etc. 
This law met with the approval and hearty endorsement of the Depart- 
ment. 

The act of May 27th, 1893, P. L. 171, providing for the erection of the 
Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial Schools, enacted, Sec. 3. 
"That, the said commission as now constituted shall continue until the 
third Wednesday of January, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
seven, at which time there shall be appointed by the President, pro 
tempore of the Senate, two members thereof, and by the Speaker of the 
House, three members thereof, and the Commander of the Department 
of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic shall then recommend to 
the Governor, five honorably discharged soldiers for the appointment, 
who, if approved by the Governor, shall be appointed to serve two years. 
The Governor shall be a member ex-officio of the said commission. At 
the expiration of said terms of said appointees, their successors shall 
be appointed in like manner and for like term." 

On the 21st of January last, in the exercise of my duty under the 
provisions of the act above quoted, I certified to Governor Samuel W. 
Pennypacker, the following named honorably discharged soldiers: 
Thomas G. Sample, of Post 128; Levi G. McCauley, of Post 31; Richard 
H. Holgate, of Post 307; John L. Grim, of Post 21 and Dr. Alfred M. 
Smith, of Post 612, for approval and appointment to membership on the 
Soldiers' Orphans' Schools Commission. Without giving any reason for 
his action, the Governor refused to approve of the selection of com- 
rades, Grim and Smith, both of whom posses characters of the greatest 
excellency as comrades and citizens, and are richly endowed with all 
the qualifications essential for membership on said Commission. Al- 
though requested thereto, I declined to withdraw the names of said 
comrades and substitute others. The Governor then in utter disregard 
of the provisions of the statute, and arrogating to himself, authority 
and power that he did not possess, appointed comrades, Jas. F. Morri- 
son, of Post 1, and Thad M. Mahon, of Post 309, whom for the most 
satisfactory reasons I had declined to recommend to membership on 
said Commission. 

I do not believe that the Governor has the right, though he may as- 
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sume to have, without giving the reason, to say that any honorably dis- 
charged soldier, of good character and mental attainment, is unfit to 
occupy a place on said Commission, or has any right or authority to ap- 
point, or can lawfully appoint any comrade who has not been recom- 
mended for approval by the Department Commander, to a place on 
said Commission. I am of the opinion that the action of the Governor 
presents a case where, "The legislation has worked out backwards and 
has injected politics into the Grand Aimy of the Republic." And that 
his said appointees, Comrades Morrison and Mahon, are occupying a 
place on said Commission wrongfully and exercising the duties and 
functions thereof unlawfully, and that this Department is not officially 
represented on said Commission as contemplated by the act of As- 
sembly. 

The Soldiers' Orphans' Schools of Pennsylvania are institutions es- 
tablished in good, healthy and convenient localities, where the children 
of loyal patriotic defenders of the State and Nation, without reference 
to color or creed, or the political opinion of the father, are assembled 
under the personal care of a well selected corps of men and women of the 
most noble and exemplary character, surrounded by pure, moral influ- 
ences, that tender, sympathetic and effectionate regard which inspires 
and commands respect, enjoying the comforts and social advantages of 
a well regulated and properly governed home, and maintained and edu- 
cated, not as mendicants, but as the beloved and loving children of men 
who wagered all that life holds dear and for four long years of bloody, 
deadly strife, offered their lives, a free and willing sacrifice on their 
country's altar and by their magnificent courage, brought peace and 
happiness to all the people and gave us a re-united country and a na- 
tional status gieatest of earth. It is, therefore, eminently proper, yea, 
radically right, that the Grand Army of the Republic should control not 
only the appointment of the Commissioners, but have the management 
of the schools and the education of the bright happy, boys and girls 
therein, who we are pleased and proud to call the wards of our great 
Commonwealth. 

No more worthy institution than the Soldiers' Orphans' Schools of 
Pennsylvania exists any where, the good they have done and are doing 
in the moral, the intellectual and the physical and industrial training of 
the homeless children of the State's defenders is immeasurable and 
commends the system to the moral support and encouragement of sol- 
dier and citizen. 

DEPARTMENT OFFICERS. 

The officers of the Department have been active and faithful in the dis- 
charge of their duty. Assistant Adjutant General Chailes A. Suydam. 
accompanied me on many of my visitations and visited many Posts 
and Grand Army gatherings, where I was unable to be present. The 
business of his office has been carried on by him in such a careful and 
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systematic manner, and the ability manifested in connection with the 
manifold details of the Department Headquarters prove that I made no 
mistake in selecting him for the position. 

Assistant Quartermaster General Edwin Walton, also accompanied 
me to many of the Posts of the Departments and has proved his devotion 
and fidelity to our order in freely giving of bis means and valuable time 
to the interests and business of the Department without any compensa- 
tion whatever. 

Department Inspector Alexander F. Nicholas has by his fidelity and 
ability in the management of his office endeared himself to the comrades 
of the Department. His loyalty to the Department and his comrades is 
undoubted. 

Judge Advocate Richard H. Holgate, was not called upon for the per- 
formance of any exacting duties, the soldierly conduct, superior intel- 
ligence, and profound love and respect for law and order manifest, d by 
the comrades throughout the Department, made it unnecessary to- in- 
voke the legal arm of the Department, but the Judge Advocate has 
nevertheless promptly responded to every duty assigned to him. 

Senior Vice Department Commander Edward L. Schrceder and Junior 
Vice Department Commander Ignatz Gresser, have each been alert and 
watchful of Department interests in their respective stations. The at- 
tention of the comrades is invited to their respective reports. 

Chief-Mustering .Officer, J. I. Shoemaker, has performed with credit 
to the Department and himself the duties of his office, his report will be 
carefully read by the comrades. 

Medical Director M. B. Hughes has administered the affairs of the 
medical department in a highly satisfactory manner and has shown him- 
self to be an ardent, active comrade, deeply interested in the welfare of 
his comrades and the Department. 

Comrades H. H. Bengough, John L. Grim, Charles Rodebaugh, H. T. 
Stanwood and Fhilip H. Fratz, composing the Council of Administration, 
by their unselfish devotion to the interests of the comrades and the 
careful, prudent manner in which they have managed the financial af- 
fairs of the Department, have earned the thanks and esteem of all the 
comrades throughout the State. Their report is of great interest and 
should be carefully read by every comrade and in every Post. 

Department Chaplain John W. Sayers needs no compliment from me. 
For more than thirty years he has been faithful to the interests of this 
Department and its comradeship, has stood by the bedside of its dying 
and the caskets and graves of its departed comrades, and with un- 
bounded confidence in God's grace and following the divine teachings of 
the divinest Teacher the world has ever seen, or ever will see, has earn- 
estly and conscientiously striven to guide and direct the living in the 
paths which lead to eternal life. May goodness and mercy follow him 
all the days of his life, and his end be that of the perfect and upright 
man. 
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Chief of Staff A. G. Williams had a difficult and laborious task in or- 
ganizing the Department Aids so as to make their work effective. Aided, 
however, by the military knowledge he received in an active service of 
four years during the war he quickly accomplished the task assigned 
him. His great ability and efficiency was specially manifested in the 
formation and prompt movement of our columns in the parade, during 
the National Encampment, at Washington, last October. His fidelity to 
his comrades and the Department commends him to the esteem and con- 
fidence of every comrade, who as they learn to know him, will discover 
that he is an ardent lover of his comrades, the flag and what it rep- 
resents. 

THANKS. 

To my Staff and other Department Officers, I am under the most pro- 
found obligations for their promptness and fidelity in the discharge of 
their respective duties, the faithful and intelligent assistance rendered 
their untiling devotion to the best interests and advancement of the De- 
partment and the success of my administration. 

To them I tender my sincere thanks. 

My thanks are due to Past Commander-in-Chief Louis Wagner and 
Past Department Commanders John P. Taylor, Levi G. McCauley and 
Thomas G. Sample, for the encouragement and assistance which they 
so freely gave and the many acts of kindness and the courtesy, which 
they have evinced toward me on all occasions. Comrade Sample was al- 
ways ready— no distance seemsd too great or time so inopportune as to 
restrain ihm from meeting and joining me in my visits to the Posts and 
other meetings of the Comrades in the various sections of the Depart- 
ment, the deep, earnest, unselfish interest which he at all times mani- 
fests for the advancement of the Department distinguishes him as a 
comrade who holds the welfare of the Grand Army dear to his heart from 
a conscious sensibility of true comradeship. 

CONCLUSION. 

And now, comrades, my duties as Commander, of this great Depart- 
ment are rapidly approaching the close. During my term I have honest- 
ly and conscientiously endeavored to render faithful and efficient ser- 
vice in return for the distinguished honor you conferred on me at Gettys- 
burg one year ago. 

Although the duties of the position have been exceedingly onerous and 
exacting I have derived great pleasure in their performance, because of 
the opportunity afforded me of meeting with, and enjoying closer re- 
lations and associations with the comrades of the Department and the 
delightful acquaintances, which I have made with soldiers and citizens 
in the various parts of the State which I have visited. 

Again thanking you for the honor conferred upon me, the courteous 
consideration and the kind fraternal regard which you have always ac- 
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corded me, and the cheerful assistance you have given me throughout 
the year, I shall lay down the gavel, the emblem of authority, with a 
feeling of relief accompanied with regret— relief , that the responsibilities 
of the position no longer rest upon my shoulders— regret, that I have not 
been able to accomplish all that I desired and the interests and welfare 
of the Department demand. 

At the close of this encampment I will transfer the flag of the Depart- 
ment, in all its purity and beauty to my successor, and take my place 
in the ranks to touch elbows with you and to aid and assist in continu- 
ing the work of our great and beneficent organization for the elevation 
of mankind everywhere, and the teaching of that loyalty and patriotism 
and those lessons of free government and fraternal peace which gives 
a nation character, strength and endurance. And at all times in the 
future, as in the past, you will 'find me ready and willing to assist in 
keeping alive the sentiment of fraternity which is the corner stone of our 
unique organization.

During the present administration, on January 10, 1903, a charter was 
granted to General Charles L. Leiper Post No. 639, located at Norwood, 
Delaware county. 

With the approval of the Council of Administration, Posts 161, 193, 
234, 269, 282, 320, 372, 402, 458, 547 and 601 were suspended for failure 
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to forward their semi-annual reports and per capita tax, due for two 
or more terms, and for neglecting to answer any communications from 
this office relative to their delinquency; subsequently Posts 234, 246 
and 320 remitted the amount due, and were thereby placed in good 
standing; Post 547 surrendered its charter. 

The Council of Administration are to be commended for their faithful 
service to the interests of the Department, during the entire year only 
once has there been an absentee at the monthly meetings. 

Worthy of special mention is the meritorious work accomplished by 
the Commander, and a committee representing Strong Vincent Post 
No. 37, through their persistent efforts, the trustees of the Erie Cemetery 
Company deeded to the Post a lot containing eight hundred square feet, 
the committee then had the remains of fourteen veterans removed from 
the County House Cemetery and reinterred in their lot, and the Post 
gives assurance that in the future "No veteran will rest in a pauper's 
grave if he happens to die in Erie county." 

Comrade John N. Reber, clerk at these Headquarters, is to be com- 
mended for prompt and faithful service in the performance of his duties.

Philadelphia, June 21, 1902. 

Pursuant to a call of the Department Commander the Council of Ad- 
ministration met on this date at Headuarters of the Department for 
organization. Present Department Commander R. P. Scott, presiding; 
Assistant Adjutant General Charles A. Suydam, Assistant Quarter- 
master General Edwin Walton, Department Inspector Alex. F. Nich- 
olas, Chaplain Rev. J. W. Sayers, Comrades H. H. Bengough, Charles 
Rodebaugh, John L. Grim and Philip H. Fratz. Comrade H. H. Stan- 
wood was unable to attend, having been absent from the city. The 
general rules governing the C. of A., and approved by the Thirty-sixth 
Annual Encampment, were adopted as the guide for the present 
Council.

Past Department Commander Sample: I desire to make an an- 
nouncement at this time and I hope it may be made a matter of official 
record. Pennsylvania occupies a great place in the history of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and we are to-day more than fortunate, 
and what I do not believe can be found in any. other Department in this 
country, we have with us on th's oc.ason, Comma der-in-Chiaf, Com- 
rade Stewart (applause); we have with us a so Past Commanders-in- 
Chief Wagner, Beath and Gobin, a remarkably strorg quartette, and 
that is something, as I said before, that I don't believe you will be 
ab!e to find any othar Department in this country, and I ask, therefore, 
that a minute be made of that fact. (Cries of "good" and we are "it.") 

Department Commander Scott: I regard the remarks of Comrade 
Sample as entirely proper. It is a most remarkable fact that in this 
Encampment to-day we have present with us more representative men 
of the Grand Army of the Republic than you will find in any other En- 
campment in this nation, and I now take great pleasure in introducing 
to you our worthy Comrade, the man whom we all love for his comrade- 
ship, Commander-in-Chief Thomas J. Stewart. 

A Comrade in the hall proposed three cheers for Commander-in-Chief 
Thomas J. Stewart, which were given. 

Commander-in-Chief Thomas J. St wart: Dpartment Commander and 
Comrades, I had hoped that probably I would be granted the privilege 
and the favor of attending this Encampment merely as a member 
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of the Department of Pennsylvania. I appreciate, however, the honor 
of having it recorded in the proceedings of this body, that I had the 
honor of being present as Commander-in-Chief. Last >e^r the D. pert- 
inent Encampment of the Department of Pennsylvania, in most gracious 
kindness, saw proper to present my humble name to the National En- 
campment as a candidate from this Department for the high and exalted 
position of Commander-in-Chief. I thanked the Encampment at that 
time most sincerely for the honor conferred by their endoisement and 
when the National Encampment met at Washington, and Pennsylvania 
by magnificent leadership and untiring work was enabled to bring, not 
to me, the individual, but to the Department of Pennsylvania again 
the honor of having within the ranks of its comradeship once moie tne 
Commander-in-Chief, it was a red letter day in my life. 

I come to-day before you just for a moment to thank you for tne 
great honor that I enjoy, and I wish to voice to you my purpose to try 
to so conduct the affairs of that great office that no regret shall linger 
in the heart of any Comrade of the Department of Pennsylvania who 
was my friend and who assisted in securing the honor, and that I 
shall never in any way lower the standard of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, but always maintain the dignity of its h ghest office and try to 
the best of my ability to fill with reasonable success and acceptability 
the place that has been filled' by such Comrades as Wagner .and Beath 
and Gobin, at whose feet I am always content to kneel for advice and 
direction. 

In the performance of my duties I have traveled to the Pacific slope, 
I have gone south as far as the Department of Louisiana, and east as 
far as the Department of New Hampshire, and have yet to make some 
visits in the northwest, and I take especial pleasure now as a Com- 
rade of the Department of Pennsylvania and officially as well, of s yi. g 
that in all the Department Encampments I have visited, I have never 
seen the dignity and importance of the Grand Army of the Republic 
more magnificently upheld and demonstrated than it has been by 
this splendid Encampment of the Department of Penn?y:van a. I have 
seen parades that have been larger, I have seen assemblies that appeared 
to be more enthusiastic, but for sterling worth and magnificent disci- 
pline, the Department of Pennsylvania, as far as my observation ex- 
tends in past years and this year, stands unmatched. We have all 
reason to be proud of that fact. The affairs of the Department are 
most acceptably and ably administered; the Comrades are taking a 
deep interest in the work, and all over the United States, wherever 
the Grand Army of the Repub'ic has a foot-hold, strong or weak, there 
seems to be renewed interest manifested, and the Comrades are again 
rallying to the colors, and I believe when we get to the next National 
Encampment, forty years after the war, that we are going to be able 
to show an increase in membership, showirg that the boys are at work, 
and that the Grand Army is still a great and forceful factor in this 
republic. I believe that Pennsylvania will show an increase that will 
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be gratifying to us all. I do not wish to take up the time of the En- 
campment any further, but I do wish to again thank you for the honor 
which I enjoy, the greatest that ever came to me in my life, and the 
greatest that ever can come to me, and I shall always be proud of 
the magnificent comradeship of the Department of Pennsylvania, and 
hope that in the years to come, that I shall always be able to render 
some return to the individual Comrades of this Department, and to 
the Department collectively for all that it has done for me, and which 
I do most sincerely now and always £»hall appreciate. (Great applause.) 
Department Commander Scott: It is now my pleasure and pleasant 
duty to introduce to you Past National Commander Louis Wagner, who 
will say a word to the Department. 

Past Department Commander Wagner: Commarder and Comrades, I 
shall two words, and they are, thank you. (Applause.) 

Department Commander Scott: In order that you may not be disap- 
pointed, I take pleasure in introducing to you Past National Com- 
mander Beath. 

Past Commander-in-Chief Beath addressed the Encampment in a few 
stirring words, which were heard with manifestations of approval by ail 
•the Comrades present. 

Department Commander Scott: It gives me great pleasure to present 
to you now Past Commander-in-Chief, Comrade J. P. S. Gobin. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Past Commander-in-Chief Gcb'n: Mr. Cha'rman, Comrades and ladies 
and gentlemen: I was going to say just simply thank you, and I 
mean it, but when I am put in the same class as Sample, I know that 
you would not understand that I could get off in that short time. Sample 
was never known to stop short with a mere thank you; he always says 
it twice, anyhow. 

The Chairman suggested that the speaker ought to address the audi- 
ence in Pennnsylvania Dutch. 

Past Commiander-in-Chief Gobin (resuming): Sample thinks I ought 
to talk in Pennsylvania Dutch, but I know there is a lot of Irish in 
this audience that can't understand Pennsylvania Dutch, and I don't 
want to get mixed. I want to express my gratification at the manner 
in which the Department of Pennsylvania is represented and appears 
in convention from year to year, giving us renewed enthusiasm and 
renewed respect, aye, and renewed confidence in the influence which 
the Grand Army of the Republic does exert and must exert upon the 
condition of affairs in this great State of ours. 
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There are a great many things that I would like to say to you boys; 
some of them are a little hot, or would be, but there is only one thing 
that I want to say now, and want to say in as few words as possible. 
You boys have a greater interest in that flag than any other set of 
people on earth. It is yours. You brought it home years ago, a:most 
forty years ago, and you gave it to the people of this nation and told 
them that as you brought it home with every star there, and no stain 
or dishonor upon it, you wanted it to be preserved by them as long as 
this nation lasted. That was a sacred trust, but when you gave them 
that trust, you were not relieved from any responsibility which you had. 
You still kept up your interest in that flag and still love its bright folds 
as well as ever you did. Now do not permit it to be used with disrespect; 
keep it to the front; do not allow anybody to treat that flag with dise- 
spect or the men who carried it under the proper orders of their gov- 
ernment. It represents the sovereignty of this nation; it represents your 
every home and your fireside, and when your firesides are no longer 
safe under the power and protection of this government, then you 
have no government, so that it comes personally to you men, scattered 
all over this State, to see to it that your flag and your government are 
respected, and that law and order are under the protection which you 
can give and every loving man can give. (Applause.) 

Past Department Commander Sample: I only want to say for the pur- 
pose of facilitating business, that it is a pretty difficult job as a rule, 
outside of a large city, for a printing office to get out our tickets in the 
short time sometimes given, and I want to suggest that we take up the 
name of every candidate for representative at the National Encamp- 
ment at San Francisco, in order that they may be properly put together 
and placed in the hands of the printer, so that we may have the tickets 
here just as soon as we can get them. It will take some time to ai range 
them and a longer time to have them printed. 

I want to say one other thing. San Francisco is a long distance from 
Pennsylvania— it is a long way out there, and it is going to taki consider- 
able time, and it is going to take considerable money to make the trip. 
Now I trust that /the comrades who do not feel sure that they can go, will 
not permit their names to be handed in to be placed on the ticket. On y 
those who feel that they can go, and are willing to give the time and 
spend the money, should have their names placed before us to vote for. 

I make that as a motion, therefore, that we take a recess until two 
o'clock in order to give the necessary time for the preparation of the 
tickets and having them printed. 

The motion having been duly seconded and the question put, It was 
agreed to, and the encampment took a recess until 2 P. M. 
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2 P. M„ Wednesday, June 3, 1903. 

After Recess. Afternoon Session. 

Lyric Hall, Allentown, Pa, 

The encampment was called to order by the Department Commander 
at 2 P . M. 

Comrade H. C. Demming, Post 58: Commander, is there anything to 
prevent this Encampment from proceeding at once to the nomination and 
election of offlceis for the ensuing year; if not, I would like to make a 
motion to that effect. 

Department Commander Scott: I would like very much if you would 
postpone that motion until the Assistant Adjutant General comes. 

Comrade Oat, Post 334: Commander, the motion of Comrade Demming 
is not in order, even from his standpoint. We have got to have the 
tickets and we have got to have the necessary paraphanalia before we 
can vote, in older that we may vote intelligently. 

The Department Commander: As I understand it, your point is taken 
to the effect that Comrade Demming's motion is out of oider. I am in- 
clined to agiee with you that we cannot vote now, nor until we have the 
proper tickets, and therefore your point of order is sustained. 

A Comrade: Commander, I wish to make the motion that all candi- 
dates for any position where there is no opposition, be voted for— that 
the Assistant Adjutant General cast the ballots in favor of such candi- 
dates for the encampment, to. save time. 

Department Commander Scott: Your motion is out of order just now. 

Department Chaplain Sayers: I would suggest that we sing "My 
Country 'Tis of Thee" while we are waiting. 

In conformity to the suggestion of Department Chaplain Sayers the 
encampment joined in singing "America." 

Comrade John L. Grimm, Post 21: Commander, I move to suspend 
the rules and proceed to the nomination of officers for the next ensuing 
year. (Cries of question, question.) 

Comrade Harrison Campion, Post 160: I have a resolution to present, 
regarding the election of officers, to the committee on resolutions, 
which ought to be acted upon before the election is made, so that the 
election will take place by the calling of the Commander of each Post 
who shall announce the vote of his delegation. My purpose is to have 
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each Post Commander announce the vote of each Post represented here. 
I am opposed to voting the other way. I have a resolution which I 
would like to have read from the desk before this subject is passed upon. 

Department Commander Scott: You will send your resolution up to 
the Assistant Adjutant General's desk, lhat should be put there before 
we undertake to go into any election. 

Comrade John L». Grim, Post 21: Commander, I rise to a point of order. 
My point of order is, that the resolution is not in order because there is 
a motion before the house that has not been acted on. (Cries of ques- 
tion, and cries of order.) 

Department Commander Scott: The question before this encampment 
now is whether this encampment shall suspend the rules, of order and 
proceed to the nomination of officers for the ensuing year. 

At the request of Comrade John H. R. Storey, Post 2, Article 5, Sec- 
tion 1 of the By-laws was read by the Department Commander. 

Department Commander Scott: Under the rule or regulation, this en- 
campment has no power and has no right to change the election of offl- 
ceis of the Department and if a dozen resolutions were offered to amend 
or change this rule, they would be of no effect, therefore I hoid the 
motion made by the comrade out of order, and the question before the 
house is, whether we shall suspend the rules and proceed to-the nomina- 
tion of officers for the ensuing year. (Cries of question, question.) 

All in favor of the motion signify their consent by saying aye. Con- 
trary-minded no. Ihe ayes have it and it is agreed to, and I now de- 
clare nominations for the office of Department Commander open. 

Comrade Bimmer, Post 63: Commander, General D. B. Birney, Post 
No. 63 has a candidate for Department Commander, a comrade who has 
served faithfully for the past twenty-five years, not only in the depart- 
ment encampments here, but in the National Encampments. He is now 
serving his twenty-second consecutive year as Adjutant of his Post, 
and we think in Post 63 that he is one of the best adjutants in the de- 
partment. I do not think you will make any mistake by electing him 
for department commander for the ensuing year. It therefore gives me 
very great pleasure to nominate for the office of Department Commander, 
Comrade Edwin Walton, of General D. B. Birney Post 63, of Philadel- 
phia. 

The nomination was seconded. 

A comrade moved that the nominations now close. (Cries of ques- 
tion on the motion.)

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Past Department Commander Sample: In previous encampments it 
has been my piivilege to second the nomination of candidates for the 
office of Department Commander, sometimes of my comrades in the 
western part of the State, and sometimes elsewhere. I rise to-day 
simply to ofler in my humble way to second the nomination of the com- 
rade who has just been mentioned. I have known him for many 
years as a comrade of the Grand Army of the Republic, as a man whose 
word can be taken just as readily as you would take any man's, a man 
whose record in the Grand Army of the Republic is unquestioned. He 
has served you as Assistant Quartermaster General for two terms with- 
out compensation, and has rendered you such efficient service that 
your finances are constantly accumulating. 

If he shall be selected to carry the flag of the Department for the en- 
suing year, I believe that when he shall surrender it to his successor in 
office in 1S04, it will be found untarnished and the comrades will say that 
they have made no mistake in selecting the man who shall lead them 
in the patriotic work of the Grand Aimy. Comrade Walton is the kind 
of a man and the kind of a comrade that ought to be at the head of this 
great department, and I therefore second the nomination of Comrade 
Edwin Walton of Post 63 for the office of Department Commander. 

Past Department Commander-in-Chief Death: Commander, I move 
that the rules be suspended, and that the Assistant Adjutant General 
cast the ballot of the department for Comrade Walton. I move that the 
rule requiiing a ballot be suspended, and that the Assistant Adjutant 
General cast the vote of the Encampment for Comrade Edwin Walton 
of Post 63 for Department Commander. 

The motion having been seconded and the question put, it was 
agreed to. 

Assistant Adjutant General Suydam: By direction of the encampment 
I cast its unanimous vote for Edwin Walton for the position of De- 
partment Commander. 

A Comrade among the delegates proposed three cheers for Depart- 
ment Commander elect Edwin Walton, which were given by the en- 
campment. 

. Department Commander Scott: I now declare Edwin Walton of Post 
63, Department Commander elect of the Department of Pennsylvania by 
the unanimous vote of this encampment. 

The next thing in order is nominations for Senior Vice Department 
Commander. 

Past Department Commander Sample: Commander, very much to my 
surprise yesterday afternoon, I was requested to place in nomination a 
candidate for Senior Vice Department Commander who I understand to- 
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day is lying upon a sick bed and unable to be here. A man whom I have 
known for twenty-five yeais, and his reasons for asking me to place him 
in nomination for Senior Vice Department Commander are because of 
that old time personal Grand Army friendship that has existed between 
us all of these days. We have elected to-day unanimously the Depart- 
ment Commander from the city of Philadelphia. The candidate that I 
propose to name to you is at the extreme other end of the State. He is a 
comrade who has been active in the work of this organization for nearly 
thirty-five years. He is to-day acting as Commander of his Post. He 
was a private soldier in the old Forty-eighth Pennsylvania Volunteers, 
whose service is a part of that grand record made by the men of Penn- 
sylvania who fought in the war for the preservation of the Union. I 
have been asked to place in nomination this comrade who has carried 
the standard of the Grand Army of the Republic in season and out of 
season, in all the positions of life, in which he has been placed, and it 
certainly gives me more than ordinary pleasure to nominate for the office 
of Senior Vice Department Commander, William P. Atkinson of Post 
67, at Erie. (Applause.) 

Comrade Cole, Post 67: Commander, I rise to second the nomination 
of Comrade Atkinson with a great deal of pleasure. I do so with great 
pleasure because of my personal knowledge of the man and of the value 
of that comrade as a Grand Army man. For thirty-five years we have 
worked together shoulder to shoulder in the ranks of the Grand Army 
at Erie. For twenty- five years of those thirty-five, Comrade Atkinson 
has been chairman of our Memorial Day committee and has been charged 
with raising the money each time, and there is no duty that he has not 
been found ready and willir.g to perform. He has always been found 
ready to assist every indigent soldier and the families of those dependent 
on us for assistance. I repiesent a section of northwestern Pennsyl- 
vania which constitutes fourteen counties, and they have all endorsed 
him as their choice for this office and I consider it a privilege to be per- 
mitted to second his nomination. Now you have the right flank of the 
army at Philadelphia and the left flank should be well taken care of 
at Erie. 

Comrade John L. Weils, Post 67: I rise with great pleasure as one of 
the boys with you who served three years and ten months— four months 
in Andersonville, to say that I hope you will unanimously stand by Com- 
rade W. P. Atkinson. He is thoroughly worthy of your support in every 
respect. If you knew him you would feel towards him as I feel towards 
him, who have been associated with him for thirty-five years. I have 
had charge of the cemetery work for thirty-seven years, and he has 
been with me for twenty-five years as an active, thorough, efficient and 
honest Grand Army man, who helps every comrade worthy of assist- 
ance, and I think as the comrade, preceding me said, that the left flank 
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should be in Erie county, as we have never had a department officer 
elected from there. 

Comrade John L. (\rimm, Post 21: I move that the nominations for 
Senior Vice Department Commander close. 

Several comrades seconded the motion. 

Department Commander Scott: It has been moved and seconded that 
the nominations for Senior Vice Department Commander close. 

The question being put on the motion, it was agreed to. 

Comrade Lucius Rogers, Post 238: Commander, I move that the As- 
sistant Adjutant General be authorized to cast the vote of this encamp- 
ment for Comrade William P. Atkinson of Post 67, Erie, for the office 
of Senior Vice Department Commander. 

The motion having been duly seconded by several comrades, and the 
question put, it was agreed to. 

Assistant Adjutant General Suydam: By the direction of the en- 
campment, I cast its unanimous vote for Wm. P. Atkinson of Post 67, 
Erie, for the position of Senior Vice Department Commander (Ap- 
plause.) 

Comrade D. B. Douthett, Tost 548: Commander, I now rise to make 
the motion that the Assistant Adjutant General be instructed to cast 
the ballot of this encampment in every case where there is no opposi- 
tion. 

Past Department Commander Vanderslice: To save time, Commander 
according to the rules and regulations, we should do this by acclama- 
tion, where a comrade has no opposition he can be elected by accla- 
mation, and let us do it in accordance with the rules and regulations. 
It is not necessary for the Assistant Adjutant Geneial to cast a ballot 
where there is no opposition. 

Department Commander Scott: The next thing in order is the nomina- 
tion of Junior Vice Commander of this department. 

Comrade Joseph T. Ooburn, Post 20: Commander, I rise to nominate 
for Junior Vice Commander, Comrade Andrew J. Lee, of the Eighth 
Pennsylvania Cavalry, who was in that great charge that Keenan 
made, therefore I place him in nomination. 

Comrade Matchett: Commander, I rise to place in nomination for 
Junior Vice Department Commander, Comrade Jenkin Evans of Jack- 
son Post No. 159, of Berwick. 

Past Department Commander Vanderslice: Commander, I did not 
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Intend to say a word, but- the presentation of the name of Andrew J. 
Lee has made it necessary for me to say a few woids in his favor, and 
if I did not do it I should feel that I was false to my duty as a comrade, 
and as a tent-mate of Andrew J. L=e. I do trust that Comrade MaUh-tt 
will withdraw the nomination of Comrade Evans, and I want to say to 
comrades here that there are comrades sitting btfore me who were mag- 
nificent soldiers, but God never created a braver man, a truer comiade 
nor a truer soldier than Andrew J. Lee, and if you had time to hear fiom 
that matchless cavalry leader, General D. McM. Gregg, of Reading, you 
would learn from him that no one earned a brighter reputation or was 
more surely on the way to "success and promotion, than Andrew J. Lee, 
at the close of the war. 

It is a historical fact that before his rifle fell the last man that was 
killed in the aimy of Northern Virginia. After the flag of true had gone 
along the line, a young captain of the Ninth Virginia Cavalry rode 
out against Andrew J. Lee and they fought a duel there between the 
lines, and the young Confederate was killed, and the officers of both 
regiments buried that man there between the lines, one of the saddest 
and most pathetic scenes ever witnessed during the war. Doctor Everett 
took his rubber blanket from his saddle and wrapped him in it and th y 
buried him there. It was learned that he and Lee had both served four 
years, one on the one side and one on the other. Lee was simply one 
of the grandest cavalry men that ever strode a horse, and one of ' the 
truest comrades ever mustered into the Grand Army, and he is one of 
the mQst magnificent of men for any man to know, and belongs to one 
of the oldest and most reliable Posts in the Grand Army of the Republic. 

I trust that this encampment will see its way to confer this unanimous 
election on the man that we call "Cush Lee," but whose right name is 
Andrew J. Lee, of Hazleton. 

Comrade Eugene Lenhart, Post 159: Commander, I rise to second the 
nomination of Comrade Jenkin Evans, and I move that the nominations 
close. 

The motion having been seconded and the question put, it was agreed 
to that the nominations do close. 

Comrade Lucius Rogers, Post 238: Commander, there are two candi- 
dates now; if Comrade Vanderslice will look at his rules and regulations, 
he will see that every candidate must be voted for by ballot where there 
is a contest. 

It was ordered that the ballots be prepared containing the names of 
the candidates placed in nomination for the office of Junior Vice De- 
partment Commander. 

Department Commander Scctt: The next thing in order is the nomina- 
tion of a medical director* 
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Comrade James E. McFarland, Post 31: Commander, I nominate Dr. 
Albert M. Smith of Post 612, as Medical Director. 

The nomination was duly seconded. It was moved and seconded that 
the nominations for Medical Director now close, and the question b^ing 
put, it was agreed to and so ordered. 

Comrade Dalzell, Post 3, Pittsburg: Commander, I move that the 
rules be suspended and that the medical director already placed in nomi- 
nation—that Dr. Albert M. Smith be elected Medical Director for the De- 
partment of Pennsylvania for the ensuing year. 

The motion having been duly seconded and put, it was agreed to. 

Department Commander Scott: Under the vote of the Encampment, 
I declare Dr. Albert M. Smith, of Post 612, Medical Director of this De- 
partment for the ensuing year. 

The next thing in order is nominations for Department Chaplain. 

Comrade Green, Post 94: Commander, I desire to place in nomination 
that good old stand-by, Comrade Rev. John W. Sayers. 

Several comrades seconded his nomination. 

It was moved and seconded that the nominations for Department Chap- 
lain do now close. The question being put, it was agreed to. 

Comrade L. P. Walters. Postl82: Commander, I move that Comrade 
Sayers be elected Department Chaplain by acclamation. 

The motion having been duly seconded and the question put, it was 
agreed to. 

Department Commander Scott: In accordance with the vote of the 
Encampment, I declare Comrade John W. Sayers of Post 16, Depart- 
ment Chaplain elect for the ensuing year. 

Assistant Adjutant General Suydam presented and read the report 
of the committee appointed to consider and'report upon the report of the 
Judge Advocate of the Department.

Reso!\ed, That for the importance of enlisting the entire public in Memorial Day 
ceremonies, and that it be kept from degenerating into a day of sports, the re- 
sponsibility for its proper obseivance should be vested in the hands of some power 
that will exist with the life of our Republic. To confer this power or authority 
on any mil.tary or civic organization does not enlist the interests of all. The Sons 
of Veterans on wnom the mantle of the G. A. R. should fall, can only comma d 
the interests of these related to their organization. The same is true of any civic 
society than can be named. To overcome the above conditions, and to engage the 
interests of all classes and societies, the duty and respons.bllity should be vested 
in our public schools; then every soldier's grave in the rural districts, towns and 
cities would be fittingly decorated, and the spirit of patriotism perpetually instilled 
into the minds of the young. That for the materializing of the above, a committee 
be appointed by the Department Encampment to strive for the enactment of a law 
that will carry with the State appropriation to public schools the duty of properly 
carrying out the spirit of Memorial Day exercises. 
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Relative to the foregoing, your committee submits the following reso- 
lution: 

Rescl\ed, That the spirit of the resolution which proposes to enlist the active co- 
operation of the public schools In the observance of Memorial Day, meets whh cur 
hearty aiproxal, but we deem it Inexpedient to release to any extent our hold upon 
the day or to ask for an appropriation from the Legislature fcr that purpose. 

Department Commander Scott: There appearing to be no objection 
to this report, it is declared adopted and will be so recorded. 

At the regular meeting of the McLean Post No. 16, G. A. R., held on 
Monday evening, June 1, 1903, the following was unanimously adopted: 

Resolution No. 3 reads as follows:

Whereas, There is no man who commanded any of the Armies who was more 
revered by his men ttan Gen. George B. McClellan; and 

Whereas, Gen. McClellan in organizing that splend d fighting machine— the Army 
of the Potomac— performed a great service to the Nation and in his subsequent 
handl ng of that Army displayed military genius of a high order. 

Therefore be it resolved, That Congress be and is hereby earnestly petitioned 
to make an appropriation at the approaching session for the erection of a monument 
in Washington city to the memory of General George B. McClellan. 

Resolved, 'J hat the Eepartment Commander be and is hereby directed to forward 
copies or the above preamble and resolutions to all the members of Congress and 
United States from Pennsylvania, earnestly requesting their hearty support to the 
*ame. 

Your committee submits the following resolution of endorsement: 

Resolved, Tt e foregoing Is cordially endorsed, and it is further regarded as most 
desirable that the last commander of the Army of the Potomac, Major General George 
G. Meade, should be similarly honored. 

Department Commander Scott: The report of the committee on this 
resolution will be considered as adopted if th c re Is no objection. There 
appearing to be no objection, it will be so recorded. 
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The next resolution is a resolution presented by Comrade Harrison 
Campion, of Post No. 160, which your committee reports w.th a negative 
recommendation. The resolution is as fol ows: 

Resolved, That the rules of this Department Encampment and all future Encamp- 
ments be so changed, that in electing the Department Commander it shall be d^ne in 
a similar manner to the election of National Commander and ail elective officers, by 
calling the name of ti e Cr mirander of each Post, and he to announce tne votes of 
the delegates that are pretent only.

Your committee reports the above with a negative recommendation. 

Department Commander Scott: The report of the committee will be 
accepted and approved if there is no objection. No objection appearing, 
I declare the same approved and it will be so recorded. 

The next resolution is in regard to the discharge of veteran soldiers 
in different positions in National, State, county and municipal govern- 
ments, and reads as follows: 

RESOLUTION FROM POST 182. 

Whereas, It is with deep regret we hear from day to day of the discharge from 
different popitlons in National. State, county and municipal governments, of our 
Comrades for no other reason than political ones, to make room for men for purely 
political purposes; and 

Whereas, The Legislature of Pennsylvania has passed an act for the purpose alone 
of protecting our Comrades from such an imposition and injustice. 

Therefore be it resolved. That the Council of Administration be and is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to act in conjunction with the Department Commander in con- 
testing the said act in one of our courts of Justice. And further, 

Resolved, That our Commander-in-Chief be and is hereby urgently requested to 
communicate with the President of the United States, Theodore Roosevelt, asking 
that in all cases where men are discharged they shall in no case be dismissed without 
a chance for proper hearing and defence. 

Department Commander Scott: If there is no objection, the report 
of the committee will be adopted as read. No objection appearing, I 
declare the report adopted and It will be so recorded. 

I am advised that the Ladies of the G. A. R. and the Relief Corps are 
in waiting at the door to pay their respects to this Encampment. A 
committee has been appointed to conduct them into the hall, which 
will now be done. The committee to escort the ladies consisted of 
Department Chaplain John W. Sayers, Past Department Commander 
Cumings and Comrade John L. Grimm of Post 2i. 

Commander-in-Chief Thomas J. Stewart presented the report of the 
committee appointed to consider the report of the Assistant Adjutant 
General, and moved its adoption. The report in full reads as follows: 
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Report of Committee on the Report of the Assistant Adjutant General. 

Allentown, June 4, 1S03. 

To the Officers and Members of the 37th Annual Encampment, Depart- 
ment of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic: 

Comrades: Your committee, to which was referred the report of the 
Assistant Adjutant General of the Depaitment, btg leave to report 
that they have examined the report presented by the Assistant Adju- 
tant General, and commend that officer for the compieheLsive and able 
manner in which he sets forth the condition and the progress of the 
Department. We note with pleasure that the gains of the Department 
exceed the losses other than those caused by death, which indicates 
that the Depaitment of Pennsylvania is in a most healthful and prosper- 
ous condition, and this has been brought about not alone by the renewed 
interest manifested by Comrades, but as well by the faithful perform- 
ance of duty by Department officers, of which the work of Comrade 
Chailes A. Suydam, as Assistant Adjutant General, is most conspicuous. 

We join with the Assistant Adjutant General in commtnding the 
attention of the Council of Administration -to the duties devolving upon 
them. The Assistant Adjutant General very pertinently calls atten- 
tion to the wisdom and desirability of Posts acquiring burial lots in 
cemeteries to be known or designated as "Soldiers' Burial Lot," and 
thus render sure, as far as possible the interment in a proper place, of 
soldiers who may die in indigent circumstances. This has already been 
done by many Posts of this Department, and your committee respect- 
fully commends this work to the various Posts of the Department. 

It is noted that some of the Posts of the Department have been 
reduced in membership to less than ten members, one as low as five 
members. Your committee is of the opinion that it is unwise to con- 
tinue Post organizations when they become so reduced in membership 
as to be unable to fill the various official positions required by the Rules 
and Regulations, and it is suggested that the incoming Department 
Commander give this his attention, and where conditions warrant, to 
have the Comrades of the Posts' referred to, unite with the stronger 
Posts. 

Your committee commends the faithful performance of duty by the 
Assistant Adjutant General. As a faithful servant he is entitled to the 
thanks of this. Department Encampment.

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The respective committees from the Woman's Relief Corps and the 
Ladies of the G. A. R. weie now escoited into the room, the Encamp- 
ment rising as they proceeded to the platform. 

Department Chaplain Sayers: Department Commander, I have the 
pleasure of presenting to you the Ladies of the G. A. R. and of the 
Woman's Relief Corps, who come to bring thtir greetings to us and 
to make their usual report. 

Department Commander Scott: Comrades, I take pleasure in pre- 
senting to you Mrs. Shayne, president of the Ladies of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. 

Mrs. President Shayne: Comrades, the mother, wife, sister and grand- 
daughter of you noble men have come here this morning to bring to 
you the greetings from the Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
They wish you God-speed in all your undertakings and I feel, Comrades, 
that it is an honor and a pleasure to be permitted to perform this duty. 
We have been requested to ask of you never to forget your obligations 
to one another, but always to remember that you are true and loyal 
Comrades of '61 to '65. 

I will not take up your valuable time with a long speech. We have 
just come from our convention and are right in the midst of our work 
and know that you are the same. 

I want to say to you, Comrades, that in looking over this large 
number of men, when I look back to '61 and '65 and recall the days 
when you left your wives, motheis and children, it almost seems im- 
possible to me that you have endured what you have, and that your 
health stands to-day as it is, but I trust that God will extend the hand 
of protection over each and every one of you, and I will now give you, 
in a very few words, an account of the work that we have done. 

We have given to the sick $7,805.67. We have given to the Grand 
Army of the Republic $1,904.17. To the Soldiers* Horr.e $24. To the Sol- 
diers' Orphans' Home $25. To the Widow's Home at Hawkins' Station 
$2,404.40. Memorial Day $516.30. To the Veteran and Wives' Home in 
Philadelphia $335.17, making a total this year towards the good and 
noble work, of $16,004.79. 

Department Commander Scott: I now have the pl:asure of introdu ing 
to you the National President of the Ladies of the G. A. R., Mrs. Hall, 
from Virginia. 

The National President of the Ladies of the G. A. R.: Commander, 
and Comrades of the Department of Pennsylvania, I feel that this is 
a greater honor to me than to be presented to all the crowned heads 
of Europe. (Applause ) When we come to you we always feel like 
bowing our heads in the greatest reverence for you are ours. You were 
boys in '61 and '65, but you are 'the men to-day who made this flag 
of ours sacred to our nation, and all nations of the earth regard it as 
sacred because it is the banner of the free, and you made it so. 
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It is the greatest pleasure of my life that I have been the National 
President this year of the Ladies of the G. A. R. I feel that I could 
not have a greater honor, I feel so grateful that I have had the privi- 
lege to come to the grand old Keystone State of Pennsylvania to look 
into your faces. It is one of my most cherished pleasures and always 
wiil be all my life, that I have had an opportunity to come to Penn- 
sylvania. The last place that I visited was Cedar Rapids, Iowa, where 
I met the Governor, and we had a splendid meeting there. I met your 
prospective Commander-in-Chief, General John A. Biack, and we spoke 
together in that grand old auditorium which was decorated from pit 
to dome, and they had a splendid convention there. 

I do think God is with the Grand Army here, for he has given you such 
beautiful weather. 

Now, Comrades, I would like to talk a whole hour, but I will not 
take your precious time, but I want to say to you that I love you all, 
and I thank you. (Great applause.) 

Department Commander Scott: I now have the pleasure of introduc- 
ing Miss Shelly. 

Miss Shelly: Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, I never 
made a speech in my life, and I can't now, but I want to tell you 
what an honor I feel it to be to come here this morning, and look into all 
these grand old faces, who fought for that flag of ours, that won every 
battle, and at the end of the war always floated on top. I want to say 
that I shall never wear anything that I shall be prouder of than this 
badge, and I shall always uphold it and live to educate myself to that 
principle, and sometime I want to, if I can, be where my dear sister, 
Dr. Julia P. S<hayne now stands. (Applause.) 

Department Commander Scott: I now have the pleasure of intrcduc'ng 
Mrs. Evans of the Woman's Relief Corps, in charge of the Home at 
Brookville, Pa. 

Mrs. Evans: I have been charged to bring you the greetings of the 
Woman's Relief Corps, a body composed of the wives, daughteis and 
grand-daughters and loyal women of Pennsylvania. We want to tell 
you that we have been working to the best of our ability for the ad- 
vancement of your order, willing to help you in any way and every 
way possible that the women can. We want to care fcr ycu, and we are 
trying to do what we can in Pennsylvania to care for the indigent 
soldiers. 

Your Commander has told you I am Superintendent of the Home at 
Brookville. I wish it were possible that your Encampment might meet 
at Brookville so that we might have the pleasure of presenting to you 
our work as it is being done there. Our doors are open to the soldier 
and his wife— -to all honorably discharged soldiers, no matter whether 
of Pennsylvania or whether they entered the army from some other 
16— 1903— G. A. R. 
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State, after a residence of two years in Pennsylvania they are eligible 
to our Home. 

We are doing the very best we possibly can. We have a Home that 
we feel proud of, and if we did noth.ng more than caie fcr that Home, 
we feel that we are doing a good woik. 

Our work dates back to the year '61. Perhaps some of the work that 
we did at that time was not veiy wise, but we had to learn, and it was 
meant for the best. We made Havelocks, and the women knit sovks 
and did other things that they though then were nacessary, and what- 
ever they did, was prompted by the feelings of the heart, and we are 
still trying to do all that we can. Our work goes back some forty 
years. It is not a recent invention. 

We bring to you greetings of our convention with a f^w statistics that 
I will read.

Charles A. Suydam, Assistant Adjutant General: 

Comrade: The committee on the Address of the Department Com- 
mander respectfully reports that they have read and carefully consid- 
ered its contents, and that we commend it for its conciseness and the 
clear manner in which he has given the details of the official adminis- 
tration of the affairs of the Department during his term of office. There 
is no one unacquainted with the duties of this high office who can 
possibly have a conception of the manifold perplexities that surround 
and press themselves upon his attention, and his heart is filled with 
anxieties growing out of a desire to be true to the obligations he has 
assumed on his installation into office. These duties are becoming 
more onerous every year, and with them come burdens that call into 
exercise qualities of heart and mind, and elevated purposes that tax 
human nature to its fullest extent. The tender memories of sod erly 
experience are aroused whenever we meet and clasp hands in fraternal 
relationship, and their energies are quickened into lively emotions and 
magnified an hundred fold whenever our duties assume official re- 
sponsibility. 

As Commander Scott enjoins upon us to be "ever mindful of our duty 
as members of this greatest, grandest and most glorious organization 
that ever existed among men in any age, or in any country/* we should 
also like him "not forget to acknowledge with bowed head and fulness 
of heart our dependence on God."

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In reading this address we are convinced that Commander Scott en- 
tered upon his duties with a full consideration befoie he began his 
work, and that he has conscientiously, willingly and cheer fuuy per- 
formed ail the duties incumbent upon him as Commander of the Depart- 
ment of Pennsylvania in that spiiit. He has responded to all of the 
invitations extended to him to visit Posts, camp fires and reunions with 
the exception of four; these he was prevented from accepting by cir- 
cumstances which he could not contiol. His cheerful presence has been 
an inspiration to renewed activity, and as a result one new Post has 
been organized to add to the crown of rejoicing. 

The finanaces of the Department have been sacredly guarded and 
are in good condition, as a result of careful and watchful business 
scrutiny, and "while the weight of years has been pressing heavily upon 
the membership, its numerical strength has not been seriously im- 
paired." 

. The Commander has visited and given encouragement and cheer to 
the auxiliary organizations of the Women's Relief Corps, the Ladies 
of the G. A. R. and the Sons of Veterans. 

We feel that no feature of the year's experiences and work demands 
more favorable commendation than the awakened interest in the ob- 
servance of Memorial Day. With the vigorous ebullitions of youth 
there naturally flows the tendency to forget sacred things, and to 
merge everything into the channel of pastimes and self gratification. 
This has marred somewhat the sanctity of our Memorials and opened 
the doors for indulgence into frolics and games on our sacred day. But 
the leaven of patriotism has revived the better instincts of the masses, 
and, as Commander Scott has said, the influence of patriotic teaching 
and example has disciplined the people into a broader conception of 
their obligations to the heroic dead, and so Memorial Day had a more 
appropriate observance this year than formerly. 

The proud position which the Department of Pennsylvania steadily 
maintains for soldierly appearance and discipline is an indication of 
wise and judicious generalship, and of fldelty to the best interests of 
the Department, as each private soldier in active service was held in 
high estimation for the neatness and cleanliness of his uniform and 
equipments, so it has been that the plaudits of the people have always 
been bestowed upon Pennsylvania Grand Army Comrades for their 
compliance with the requirements as to uniform and conduct while on 
public parade. Let us prize the record and keep it bright. 

The most serious trouble with which Commander Scott has had to 
contend with was the one which grew out of his recommendations for 
appointment of Comrades on the Commission of the Soldiers' Orphan 
Schoo!s, as recited at length in his address and to which your atten- 
tion Is called. The law as enacted by the Legislature gave to the 
Department Commander the authority to certify to the Governor the 
names of those he desired to be appointed, and, in accordance with this 
law, Commander Scott sent in the names of Comrades who were good 
and honorably discharged soldiers, who by their long service were emi- 
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nently qualified for the position. The Governor refused to approve of 
two of these, and substituted two oihers, which the Commander refused 
to sanction. Without disparaging the motives of the Governor, nor 
of the integrity of the Comrades whom he substituted, we feel that 
Commander Scott's interpretation of the law was right, and that his 
action in the matter was actuated by a desire to promote the best in- 
terests of the schools and the soldiers' orphans, who are to be benefited 
thereby. We therefore recommend that this Department shall by vote 
sanction and approve of what Commander Scott has done in the mat.er. 

The Commander's complimentary commendations of the faithful and 
efficient work of his official staff, Assistant Adjutant General Charles 
A. Suydam, Assistant Quartermaster General Edwin Walton, Depart- 
ment Inspector A. F. Nicholas, Judge Advocate H. Holgate, Senior Vice 
Commander E. L. Schroeder, Junior Vice Commander Ignatz Gressler, 
Chief Mustering Officer J. I. Shoemaker, Medical Director M. B. Hughes, 
M. D., Chief of Staff A. G. Williams, and last, though not least, Depart- 
ment Chaplain Sayers, we fully endorse and with pleasure add our 
testimony to their faithful service, and we recommend that the thanks 
of this~ Department be tendered to them. And now when Commander 
Scott lays down the gavel and retires to the ranks, we feel like saying 
"Well done good and faithful servant."

Senior Vice Department Commander Edward L. Schroeder called to 
the Chair. 

Senior Vice Commander: You have heard the report of the committee 
on the Department Commander's report. What shall be done with it? 

Past Department Commander Morrison: I simply want to place my- 
self on record, inasmuch as I am named In the address of the Depart- 
ment Commander, and named in the report of the committee by sug- 
gestion. As to my participation in -the membership of the Soldiers' 
Orphans' School Commission, I want to state — and I do this not to invite 
nor to incite discussion— but simply as a mater of record, a few facts 
relative to this matter. 

In 1897 Department Commander Darte recommended me as a member 
of the Soldiers' Orphans' School Commission and the Governor declined 
to approve. In 1898 Department Commander Stouffer recommended me 
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as a member of the Commission and the Governor declined to approve. 
In 1899 Department Commander Patterson recommended me as a mem- 
ber of the Commission and the Governor approved. In 1901 Department 
Commander Miller recommended me as a member of the Commission 
and the Governor approved. In 1903 I was advised by the Governor that 
I had been appointed a member of the Commission. I want to say to 
this Encampment, I want to say to my Comrades from the sixty-seven 
counties of Pennsylvania that on not a single occasion did I solicit an 
appointment on the Commission either directly or indirectly. I never 
asked the Department Commander to recommend me nor the Governor 
to appoint me. I never asked a Comrade; I never asked a man, woman 
nor child to recommend me nor did I ask any one to go to any Governor 
to ask him to approve of my appointment. I say that only to make my 
end of the string straight. I say that without passion, I £ay it without 
any desire to either invite or incite discussion in the matter. (Applause.) 

Comrade Alfred Craighead, Post 19: Commander, I rise here *o amend 
that portion of the Commander's report that casts a reflection upon 
the Governor of this grand old Keystone State. I move to amend by 
striking out that portion of the Commander's report. 

Department Commander Scott: Comrades of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, I want to place Comrade Morrison right. He made no appli- 
cation to me for his appointment on this Commission; he s.nt no friend 
to me asking the appointment, but laws of this Commonwealth that 
govern you and me, and protect us in our lives and in our property and 
in our homes, and in the sacredness of our manhood, enacted under 
section 3 of the act of 1893, that the Department Commander of Penn- 
sylvania should recommend to the Governor for appointment five hon- 
orably discharged soldiers, not necessarily of Pennsylvania, but citizens 
of Pennsylvania, for appointment to the Commission of Soldiers' Or- 
phans' Schools of Pennsylvania. 

When you placed upon my shoulders the mantle of the Commander- 
ship of this Department at Gettysburg last year, the law gave me the 
right on the 31st day of last January to select and present to the 
Governor for his approval, five honorably discharged soldiers of the 
Department of Pennsylvania. I had a legal right in view of the interests 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, to select any five Comrades from 
this grand old comradeship to represent the comradeship upon that 
Board, and in view of that fact, I recommended five honorably dis- 
charged soldiers, without any personal feeling against Comrade Mor- 
rison. He is my Comrade; he performed good service upon tint Board, 
I have ho doubt; but the Governor of th s great C mmonwealth refu ed 
to approve of the two Comrades last named upon that list, and then in 
disregard of the few rulings of the Governors of Pennsylvania that 
Comrade Morrison mentioned, where they had refused to approve of 
his appointment on two different occasions — ignored the Department of 
Pennsylvania for some reason that he did not give, and he appointed 
two persons who were not recommended. 
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I am standing here in the interests of tha Department of Pennsylvania 
upon that statute, and those childien in the orphan schools of Penn- 
sylvania arc your wards, very near to your heaits and to mine, neaier 
than they are to the hearts of any man or woman in this broad Com- 
mdnwealth outside of the Grand Aimy, and ycu have the right to insist 
upon your preference as to who shall constitute the membeis of that 
Commission, and I, as your representative, acting for you and speaking 
for you, named the Comrades that this Department desired upon that 
Commission. All that I did, 1 did as Commander of the Department of 
Pennsylvania, claiming the rights of the Department, while I have not 
a word to say against Comrade Morrison, or the other Comrade, M.hon, 
of the Chambersburg Po3t, yet I say to you as I have said in my report, 
that by their appointment, the Governor of Pennsylvania has undei taken 
to do that which he had no legal right to do, and the Commission as now 
constituted, with five members upon the Commission, does not correctly 
represent the membership of the Grand Army of the Republic, in this 
Department, and that is why I brought this matter to the attention of 
the comradeship of the Department in my report. Every man who is 
a citizen of this Commonwealth and is proud of the fact, has rights 
that the Governor of this Commonwealth is bound to respect. All the 
other Governors since 1893 have done it. We expected the present 
Governor to do that. Ke could have refused to approve of any member 
suggested and then there would have been a vacancy; if he had done 
that, I say, as a lawyer, and as a member of the G. A. R., perfectly 
competent to read that act and perfectly competent to construe it, then 
there would have been a vacancy. If he had refused to approve of those 
recommended, there would have been no head and no government tn 
the Orphans' School Commission; those orphan children would hava stood 
there without a head. He could have refused to approve of the two 
Comrades that I recommended. He cou d have done that and still there 
would have been a Board and the children would have been taken care 
of, but he did not see proper to let it stand in that way. He exercised 
his judgment, not the judgment of the Department of Pennsylvania but 
the judgment of an individual, and he undertook to fill that Board 
according to his own preference. I want to say again to this Depart- 
ment, that this was done on my part without feeling, entirely without 
feeling, and all that I ask after having given a full year to the mem- 
bership of this Department, after having visited 130 Posts in this De- 
partment and traveled over 18,000 miles to meet my Comrades in this 
Department, in the erdeavor to eleva.te it and create that feeling of 
comradeship that should exist in this organization, all I ask is that the 
Department by its voice and by its vote sustain this report which has 
been presented by the committee appointed to act upon my report. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Comrade Craighead of Post 19: Commander, I want to know what you 
are going to do with my amendment. I rise to a point of order; an 
amendment to a report is in order always. 
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Comrade Fulton of Post 84: Commander, there is no occasion for 
getting excited on this subject. The act of Assembly here is plain; just 
as plain as. anything a Comrade can read in a newspaper. It is the 
duty of the Department Commander to recommend five Comrades for 
these appointments, and it is the duty of the Governor to accept the 
recommendations of the Department Commander and make these ap- 
pointments, and I want to say here that the Comrades of the Grand 
Army of the Republic hold these Soldiers' Orphans' Schools nearer to 
their hearts than even the Governor of Pennsylvania. It is our duty 
to stand by our Department Commander of the State of Pennsylvania. 
I do not think there could be a word in that report too strong, and I 
think it is our duty to adopt that report as it stands. 

Past Department Commander Sample: I trust now that the Encamp- 
ment will vote intelligently and that the amendment desired by Com- 
rade Craighead may be clearly stated in order to give you an oppor- 
tunity to say what you want. I am free to confess, however, that as 
he made his motion, I am at a loss to understand what he desires to 
do, and I hope that he will specify with certainty the language in the 
report that he desires to have eliminated. 

Comrade Craighead, Post 19: Commander, I want to make that 
amendment. I make an amendment to strike out that portion of the 
report of the committee that states in reference to casting reflection 
upon the Governor of this State; in reference to that point in the report; 
I want that stricken out. 

Past Commander-in-Chief Gobin: I rise to a point of order; let us have 
order and fair play. This is a most serious matter, and the Comrade has 
stated it in his own way. Let us act in this matter in a fair, honorable 
and upright way. If we agree with him, we will vote for his amend- 
ment; if not, we will vote it down. 

Comrade Craighead, Post 19: Commander, I want that portion s'tricken 
out where it is stated that the Governor has brought politics into the 
Grand Army of the Republic. Samuel W. Pennypacker is an honored 
member of Post 19, and next to the oldest Post Commander of Post 19, 
and I do not think it is altogether right to cast a reflection upon the 
Governor. 

Past Commander-in-Chief Gob'n (reading): "I am of the opinion that 
the action of the Governor presents a case where the legislation has 
worked out backwards, and has injected politics into the Grand Army 
of the Republic." 

Is that what you want stricken out? 

Comrade Craighead, Post 19: Yes. 

Past Commander-in-Chief Gobin: That is a quotation that is a state- 
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ment of his opinion. That I can't understand is a reflection upon the 
Governor at all. (Cries of question.) 

Senior Vice Commander Schroeder: You have heard the amendment. 
All in favor of same say aye, opposed no. Then noes have it and the 
amendment is lost. 

The question now recurs on the adoption of the report of the com- 
mittee. The motion having been duly seconded and the question put, 
it was agreed to. 

Assistant Adjutant General Suydam presented the report of the 
committee to carry the greetings of this Encampment to the Woman's 
Relief Corps.

Wherever our encampments have been held, our welcome has always 
been generous and hearty, and the attractions offered us have been 
numerous and varied, but I think the time has gone by when we par- 
ticularly desire these attractions; we are more anxious to see what this 
government has done to commemorate the services and sacrifices of the 
war of the rebellion. 

In behalf of Post 9 of Gettysburg, which I represent, as well as the 
citizens of that town, I extend to you a cordial invitation to hold your 
next annual encampment in Gettysburg. 

Past Department Commander Sample: Commander, let me say this; 
that this Department, I think at Wilkes-Barre adopted the report of
